SALES DISCUSSION 


Nowhere are changes in the nurs- 
ery industry more accurately reflect- 
ed than in the programs of state 
association meetings. Only a few 
years ago, when forward-looking 
officers or program committee mem- 
bers thought that the topic of sell- 
ing should be presented in a con- 
vention talk, the only speakers to 
be found were advertising men, pro- 
fessors of marketing or other indi- 
viduals of such character outside 
the industry. Since their remarks 
were general in character and not 
presented in nursery terms, they 
usually went in one ear and out the 
other in the case of most of their 
hearers. 

But the advent of garden centers, 
the increase in the number of re- 
tail salesyards and the expansion of 
landscape firms have brought about 
a decided change. The owners of 
most of these nursery outlets leave 
the production of nursery stock 
largely to the wholesalers and con- 
centrate their efforts on sales and 
service to customers. They think 
about selling a good deal of the time, 
and their study of the subject is 
thorough. They participate in 
round-table discussions of their prob- 
lems, and some of them have become 
competent speakers on the subject 
of selling. 

So today at short courses and 
nurserymen’s state meetings, talks 
and discussions of selling are much 
more prominent features of the pro- 
grams, and the speakers are nurs- 
erymen who not only can talk the 
language of their hearers, but also 
can give direct help on the problems 
they face. 

Aside from the inclusion of nurs- 
ery terms, it is remarkable how 
much the talks on selling by nurs- 
erymen resemble those of the mar- 
keting professors and advertising 
men of a decade ago. Sales prob- 
lems are pretty much the same in 
one industry as another, and the

solution of them is merely the trans- 
lation of procedures from one field 
to another. Those who have become 
experienced and expert in this trans- 
lation are able to give their fellow 
nurserymen suggestions that can be 
followed immediately and directly. 

Hence, the talks on selling deliv- 
ered by nurserymen before state as- 
sociation meetings and short courses 
this year are of prime value. They 
are listened to intently and, when 
available in printed form, are stu- 
died closely. 





MAILING LISTS 

The increased attention given to 
selling in this field in recent years 
has led to greater consideration of 
the use of mailing lists to reach re- 
tail customers or prospects, especial- 
ly in those localities where news- 
paper advertising is not available 
at low rates. The winter months 
are a good time to consider the use- 
fulness of a mailing list in a retail 
nurseryman’s business and, if de- 
sirable, to lay plans for the proce- 
dure to be followed in compiling 
and maintaining a list. Not onlv is 
the list the base of the operation, 
but it is the most important factor 
involved, though not always recog- 
nized so by the users. 

The nurseryman’s message, how- 
ever dull in appearance, is likely to 
get attention from a prospect be- 
cause so rarely do homeowners re- 
ceive letters, circulars or catalogs 
from the nurserymen, landscape 
firms or garden shops in their lo- 
calities. But the most flashily dressed 
message, containing the brightest 
ideas of advertising experts, is to- 
tally lost if it is misaddressed or is 
otherwise undeliverable by the post 
office or goes to someone who is no 
longer a prospect for one reason or 
another. 

So the mailing list itself is ex- 
tremely important, and a system 
should be laid out by which it can 
be compiled and maintained simply 
and easily by an office girl, though 
she or the list should have occasional 
supervision from above. It is well to 
put the date and the source on 
each address card, so that the data 
are available when the time comes 
to weed out old and unproductive 
names. This work is just as impor- 
tant as adding new names, if not 
more so. The reason that most di- 
rect mail is expensive is that the list 
is excessively large through absence 
of proper maintenance. A _ small, 
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well-maintained list, used intelligent. 
ly, is the most productive for th 
beginner. 

PLANT LABELING 

In spite of the emphasis on th 
subject by operators of garden shops 
and nursery salesyards that hay 
been described in articles in this 
magazine, visits to some establish. 
ments during the past season haye 
shown a sad neglect of plant label. 
ing. The importance of marking 
plants displayed for sale conspicu. 
ously and plainly with the name of 
the plant and its price can scarcely 
be overemphasized. 

From the point of view of the pro. 
prietor, the saving in time alone js 
worth considering. The importance 
of plant labeling to make sales 
quickly and expeditiously is also im- 
portant. 

Often a visitor to a garden shop 
or salesyard has to grope or stoop 
to find a smudged wood plant label 
wired to a branch of a plant or stuck 
in the burlapped ball. Sometimes 
his patience is exhausted and his 
interest in the plant has disappeared 
before he finds the label. Or if he 
is still interested, he may have to 
call a salesman, who must grope and 
stoop to find the smudged label hin- 
self. 

Imagine the difference when a 
customer sees a sign or plainly 
marked label indicating the name 
and the price of a plant that at- 
tracts his eye. He can make com- 
parisons, decide on his selection and 
indicate to a salesman what he 
wishes. 

Sometimes the excuse is heard 
that labels become misplaced or 
mixed up. So they may if sales are 
brisk and help is busy and custom- 
ers are careless. But that difficulty 
can be obviated by making it the 
duty of one person to attend to the 
plant labels, giving the place a quick 
once-over several times a day, de 
pending upon the degree of activity. 
Nurserymen who have devised 4 
methodical system for attending to 
this important aspect of salesmaking 
do not fail to emphasize its impor 
tance.

ser, who relinquished a notable ca- 
reer as a designer and builder of 
some of the finest edifices that still 
grace the Chicago skyline. The or- 
chard, comprising several hundred 
acres of bearing trees, is supplement- 
ed by a substantial nursery acreage 
that had its inception in 1918 when 
Mr. Heuser decided that he was hav- 
ing too much trouble obtaining suf- 
ficiently uniform nursery stock or 
even reasonably true-to-name apples 
from his suppliers. 

In due time, Mr. Heuser found 
himself furnishing thousands of true- 
to-name conventionally propagated 
fruit trees to other orchardists each 
year. 

Keeping pace with changing needs 
in apple growing, Hill Top Orchards 
& Nurseries now furnishes thousands 
of dwarfed trees each year to others 
who are recognizing the need for 
this new look in commercial apple 
orchards. 

Begun for Replacement 


All plantings of recent years at 
Hill Top Orchards are of its own 
nursery propagation. The Heuser 
family started propagating dwarfed 
trees during the past decade primari- 
ly because the oldest acreages in the 
orchards were coming due for re- 
placement and new plantings were 
desired that would begin significant 
production as soon as possible to 
meet the demand for Heuser-grown 
apples. The dwarfed tree phase of 
the nursery’s operations has become 
the chief interest of grandson Wal- 


lace Heuser, a 1949 graduate of 
Michigan State University, East 
Lansing. 

Propagation of dwarfed apple 


trees is not a novel practice. In Eu- 
rope dwarfing understocks have been 
used for centuries to limit the stat- 
ure of the budded variety. I became 
familiar personally with dwarfed ap- 
ples almost 40 years ago at Michigan 
State University. 

To bring myself strictly up to date, 
I planted in mid-April this spring a 
Heuser-grown Yellow Transparent 
that had been budded into a Malling 
IX dwarfing rootstock—a sturdy lit- 
tle specimen that was pruned prop- 
erly to a 30-inch whip and soon be- 
came a veritable Maypole of blos- 
soms. By mid-June it had several

walnut-sized fruits — a performance 
that indicates the ingrained precoc- 
ity of such dwarfed apples. 

While the use of dwarfing root- 
stocks to limit the stature of apple 
trees is not new even in this coun- 
try, the use of such standardized 
rootstock as the so-called Malling 
series is a relatively recent innova- 
tion of proved value and great prom- 
ise. 

The Malling rootstocks are those 
that were studied and classified at 
the East Malling research station in 
England. Special dwarfing rootstocks 
were gathered at Malling from 
far and wide, and 16 pure types 
were eventually selected for use in 
apple production. The Malling root- 
stocks are designated by Roman nu- 
merals, Malling I to Malling XVI. 

Some of these stocks are extremely 
dwarfing in their effect upon the 
ingrafted apple variety, some are 
semidwarfing and some produce no 
dwarfing effect at all. However, 
none contributes toward any of the 
variability that sometimes follows 
grafting into seedling understocks. 


Mound Layering 


Malling rootstocks cannot be re- 
produced from seeds as are common 
rootstocks. They are increased by 
mound layering, whereby rooted 
sprouts are produced from a mother 
plant in a so-called stooling bed. This 
system is slow and expensive and 
requires a great amount of care and 
labor. Production of rootstocks has 
been one of the limiting factors in 
the introduction of semidwarf trees 
in this country. 

The rooted sprouts from the layer- 
ing beds are planted in nursery rows 
in spring and are budded to the de- 
sired variety of apple in summer of 
the same year. The budded trees are 











then grown for one or two years be- 
fore the buyer receives them. Thus, 
what is called a 1-year nursery tree 
actually requires three years to pro- 
duce and a 2-year nursery tree re- 
quires four years. 


Dwarfed Tree Advantages 


In competitive marketing nowa- 
days it is essential to raise the best 
quality of fruit possible, and smaller 
trees offer definite advantages. The 
smaller tree has more surface ex- 
posed to direct light. Therefore, a 
higher percentage of the total pro- 
duction is nearer the outside of the 
tree. Also, these smaller trees spread 
and open up with a crop and, there- 
fore, allow better light penetration 
which makes for better color and 
quality—prime requisites for salabil- 
ity. In addition, dwarfing appears to 
induce larger-size apples. This char- 
acteristic is particularly noticeable 
in the true dwarf Malling IX, de- 
scribed below. 

The physical features of the tree 
make thorough pest control easier 
because spray materials penetrate to 
all parts of the tree. All the neces- 
sary operations in growing apples are 
simplified by these smaller, uniform 
trees. Pickers prefer small trees and 
do a better job on them. A good 
part of the crop can be harvested 
from the ground, and the rest from 
short ladders. A_ bruising survey 
made in the northwest showed that 
most bruising damage occurs when 
pickers are working from tall ladders 
and the least damage occurs when 
the fruit is picked from the ground. 

Pruning of dwarfed trees is easier 
to do, and the trees are more adapt- 
ed to the use of power pruners and 
platforms. Less heavy cutting is 
necessary in the smaller trees. Small-

er spraying equipment is feasible, and 
trees are easier to cover under poor 
weather conditions. 

In buying nursery-grown dwarfed 
trees, or ordering them budded for 
future delivery, the buyer must re- 
member that he is purchasing stock 
that is true to name with reference 
to the dwarfing understock as well 
as to the bud or scion variety. Ac- 
cording to E. J. “Gene” Heuser, son 
of the founder of Hill Top Orchards 
& Nurseries, the leading apples in 
the Michigan area are Red Jona- 
than and Red Delicious; then come 
Red Rome and Yellow Delicious, 
then McIntosh, Yellow Transparent 
and Duchess. 


Most Popular Understocks 


With respect to the dwarfing un- 
derstocks and the desirable stature 
limitations which they exert, Mal- 
ling II, VII, IX and XIII are among 
the most popular for the reasons in- 
dicated below. 

Malling II has proved to be ex- 
tremely hardy. It produces an open, 
spreading type of tree that is early 
bearing and prolific and will com- 
pare in size with the average cherry 
tree. This stock and Malling VII 
are the varieties most often planted. 
The trees will average 18 feet in 
height at maturity, with a 24-foot 
spread, but can be held back some- 
what with pruning. 

Malling VII produces a semidwarf 
tree, comparable in size to an aver- 
age peach tree. This is a uniform- 
growing stock that is hardy and 
drought-resistant. Trees on_ this 
stock transplant easily and grow 
vigorously until fruiting starts in the 
third or fourth year. This is prob- 
ably the most adaptable of the vari- 
ous Malling stocks. Rooting temper- 
ature tests show that it starts growth 
in soil temperatures in the low 50's, 
whereas standard apple roots did 
not grow well until temperatures 
reached the high 60’s. This charac- 
teristic of early root growth in colder 
soils may explain in part why the 
Malling rootstocks in general, and 
Malling VII especially, transplant so 
well and start so vigorously in the 
spring. 

True Dwarf Promising 


Malling IX will inhibit an average 
apple variety to a tree size of about 
six to eight feet, with an equal 
spread. This type of tree was pri- 
marily considered as a garden tree 
until recent years. Numerous grow- 
ers are now interested in its possibil- 
ities for commercial orchards. When 
it has been tried by experiment sta- 
tions and individuals it has shown 
promise of a high production per 
acre of fancy fruit, with the added 








advantages of exceptionally ear) 
bearing and simplified labor prob. 
lems. In an orchard the trees woul 
be planted in hedge rows with a spa. 
ing of six or eight feet by about 5 
feet between rows, or about 400 
500 trees per acre. This would x. 
sult in high production per acre sop 
after planting to offset the increased 
tree investment. 

It is generally considered neces. 
sary to support the trees as soon a 
they begin bearing. Several method 
of support, such as stakes and wires 
have been used. 

Malling XIII produces a sem. 
dwarfed tree, larger than Malling 
II. It induces somewhat earlier bear. 
ing, but not so much so as the smaller 
stocks. This stock works well with 
the weaker growing varieties, such 
as Red Rome and Cortland. Goldep 
Delicious on Malling XIII ha 
proved to be a productive combina. 
tion, making a sturdy, well-shaped 
tree that is not too large. 

Acreage yield records so far com- 
piled on the closer-spaced, earlier. 
fruiting dwarfed apple trees as com. 
pared with the same varieties of 
standard stature and spacing are gen. 
erally in favor of the dwarfed trees 

Comparison of Yields 

In terms of calculated yield per 
acre for the 5-year period beginning 
two years after planting at Corvallis 
Ore., Golden Delicious on Malling 
IX dwarfing understocks (900 per 
acre at 4x12-foot spacing) averaged 
750 40-pound field lugs annually per 
acre, compared with 74 lugs from 
Golden Delicious on seedling under. 
stocks spaced at 33 trees per acre 
Starking Delicious on Malling IX 
compared similarly, averaging 414 
lugs per acre, whereas 15 lugs per 
acre was the average yield during 
this early period from Starking De- 
licious on seedling understocks grown 
at 33 trees per acre. The same ve 
rieties, Golden Delicious and Stark- 
ing Delicious, grown on Malling VII 
semidwarfing understocks at 1} 
trees per acre averaged about three 
times and four times as productive, 
respectively, as their conventionally 
grown counterparts at conventional 
spacings during the 5-year period be 
ginning two years after planting. 

One impressive record from Maine 
concerns an acre of semidwarf Mclr- 
tosh, now 21 years old, that has been 
producing more than 1,000 bushek 
of apples per acre three years out 
of every four. 


HORACE KERSHNER and his 
wife, Wilma, have opened the H. \

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If one has decided to add a touch 
of majesty to a planting, it is likely 
that one of the first trees to come 
to his mind will be the beech, either 
European or American. There are 
approximately 10 different species 
in the northern hemisphere, occur- 
ring in northern and central Europe, 
western China and Japan, south- 
western Asia and eastern North 
America. Several evergreen beeches 
grow in the high Andes of Chile and 
extend southward to the Straits of 
Magellan. The evergreen types are 
nt hardy in the United States, 
which is true of most of the plants 
from South America that have been 
tried here. 

The American beech is listed sci- 
entifically as Fagus grandifolia or 
Fagus americana. It is found in the 
east from Canada to Florida and in- 
land from Minnesota to eastern 
Texas. When found in the uplands 
and mountain slopes of the northern 
parts of its range, it usually does not 
grow over 70 or 80 feet, but may 
appear in pure stands. In the south 
the height is often 100 feet. 

The American beech, as a wood- 
land tree, is sometimes considered 
to have wolflike tendencies, since it 
8 difficult for other trees to com- 
pete with it for sunlight, water and 
nutrients. It tends to dominate a 
wooded situation if allowed to grow 
uunterruptedly. Not only nearby 
vedlings of other trees, but even

The Majestic Beech Trees

time in their survival battle with 
the beech. Unlike the European 
beech, its roots often produce stems 
that develop into dense thickets of 
small trees about the mother tree. 
This is not so ancient a tree as 
some others, having first appeared 
during the Tertiary geological pe- 
riod, when many of the world’s pres- 
ent mountain chains were formed. 
Many other trees preceded it, such 
as the honey locust, magnolia and 
ginkgo. Of course, the narrow-leaved 
evergreens are even more ancient. 
In Europe, particularly in the part

as far north as Denmark, the oaks 
dominated and flourished after fol- 
lowing the pines in the early se- 
quence of survival. The oaks were 
in time replaced by the beeches, 
which remained to rule. A similar 
routine takes place in parts of our 
own country when, from the orig- 
inal association of open field plants, 
there follows a natural sequence of 
plant groupings, some more persist- 
ent than others. The progression 
from open field to juniper to gray 
birch, possibly to pine, halts for a 
time with an oak grouping, but fi- 
nally the plant association becomes 
primarily one of beech, interspersed 
sometimes with sugar maples or 
hemlocks. There are factors that oc- 
casionally change this natural order 

man often being the reason for 
the variance. 

The American beech produces no 
variations of form, color or habit, 
but the European beech is repre- 
sented in the nursery trade by many 
varieties. Some confusion and repe- 
tition exist among the names. There 
are about 17 variants, only eight to 
10 of which are obtainable in nurs- 
eries. 

The purple beech (Fagus sylva- 
tica atropunicea) was originally 
found growing in three or four 
places in central Europe. Probably 
most of the plants came from a sin- 
gle tree in central Germany. The 
first record of it was published in 
1680. Seedlings of these original

purple beeches have produced a 
great many types, varying from deep 
purples to light coppers. They are 
designated by an equally great num- 
ber of names. A few of these names 
are atropunicea, atropurpurea, cup- 
rea, nigra, riversi and sanguinea. 
There are repetitions, but the name 
usually refers to the intensity and 
persistence of purple. The greatest 
intensity of color occurs during the 
spring when the new leaves are ex- 
panding. The copper beech has 
leaves of a paler red than the purple 
types, and if one wonders why so 
many variations exist, he should try 
growing purple beeches from the 
seeds of one tree. Illustration A de- 
picts an old purple-leaved beech of 
some 150 or more years. 
Weeping Form 

There is a weeping purple beech 
that is not readily available in the 
trade, but it is interesting, with its 
large moplike head of purple to cop- 
per leaves. The name most common- 
ly applied to this variety is Fagus 
sylvatica purpureo-pendula. One of 
the first specimens to reach this 
country was planted in the old Par- 
son’s Nursery formerly located where 
the present Kessena park now ex- 
ists at Flushing, L. I., N. Y. There 
is a fine specimen of this plant at 
Planting Fields, originally the estate 
of William Robertson Coe, Oyste1 
Bay, L. I. The estate is now used 
by the state university teachers’ col- 
lege, but maintained as an ar- 
boretum by the Long Island Agri- 
cultural & Technical Institute, 
Farmingdale, N. Y. Illustration B 
shows this specimen at the left; 
Sargent’s weeping hemlock is to the 
right.

There is no record as to the date 
of introduction of the European 
beech in this country. It was prob-

ably not long after the beginning of 
the 19th century, but Fagus sylva- 
tica was first offered for sale in the 
nursery catalog of William Prince, 
Flushing, in 1820. This was prob- 
ably the first commercial nursery in 
the United States, but it no longe 
exists in any form. 

The bark of the European beech 
can be seen in illustration C and 
is usually a darker gray than that 
of the American species. After a 
rain, however, there is no difference 

both are a wet, dark gray. The up- 
right Dawyck or fastigiate beech 
(Fagus sylvatica fastigiata), with its 
narrow form and upright branches, 
provides a striking contrast to the 
broad head of the European or 
American species. It may be neces- 
sary to hold the vertical branches 
together by tying. This is particular- 
ly true of older trees during the win- 
ter, since ice and snow may open 
the head. The first one with such 
an upright form was found neat

The weeping beech (Fagus sylyw 
tica pendula) has probably bee 
more widely planted in Flushix 
than in any other American cit 
This is probably due to the influen 
of Prince’s and Parson’s nursers 
and of the horticulturally minde 
people of Flushing. One can dr 
about the city today and find som 
excellent specimens of the weeping 
beech. There are variations of ths 
remarkable tree, some quite spread 
ing in nature, others taller and na 
rower.

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The nursery and garden supply 
business is by nature seasonal. Re- 
sardiess of a nursery’s geographical 
ication in the United States, its 

; seasons are in the spring and 
fall. With the advent of garden cen- 
ters and the addition of allied lines 
fo actual nursery stock, nurserymen 
have been able, in a small way, to 
level out the peaks and valleys. How- 
ever, certain months are still notably 
dow. Late summer months — July, 
August and September and the 
winter months of November, Decem- 
ber and January continue to be 
months that operators find low in 
sales and high in overhead. Some of 
the means for increasing the sales 
during these slack months will be 
discussed in this article. 

One of the most logical additions 
oa nursery or garden center is an 
indoor plant department. I believe 
that sales of indoor plants can go 
along way toward leveling out the 
year-round season in a modern gar- 
den center. Modern homes, offices 
and factories are using more and 
more plants in interior decoration. 
Philodendron, dieffenbachia, bras- 
saia and ivy are among the most pop- 
war plants. Also, with an indoor 
plant department, one can increase 
sales of blooming potted plants, par- 
ticularly such items as Easter lillies, 
azaleas at Christmas and chrysanthe- 
mums in the fall. Various types of 
blooming potted plants suitable for 
gifts for hospitals can also be carried 
in an indoor plant department. 
These plants are not highly perisha- 
ble, and, in most cases, those not 
sold can be carried over in the nurs- 
tty to the following year. 


Proper Location Important 


The best location for a department 
of this nature is in a glass house con- 
nected to the main store. Since pot- 
ted plants are largely items for im- 
pulse sales, a large volume of traffic 
S important to the success of the 

tment, and traffic will be heavi- 

trif the plants are located immedi- 
ately adjacent to the main sales area. 
Aglass house is necessary to keep 
ts growing in good condition; 
they do not do well in a dark store. 
crete floors in the glass house are

Building A Year-Round Business

pensive in the beginning, is probably 
best in the long run. It is possible to 
have a department like this man- 
aged by one person, who remains in 
that department at all times. Per- 
haps a separate cash register would 
be a practical addition. 

I believe that one of the mistakes 
that garden centers make in operat- 
ing this type of department is that 
they do not display their merchan- 
dise to the best advantage. They do 
not employ good display racks — 
just putting these plants on ordinary 
wooden benches is not enough. The 
merchandise should be displayed 
neatly on attractive tables or well- 
designed shelves. At my garden cen- 
ter, we had _ specially designed 
wrought-iron tables of various sizes 
and heights made for displaying a 
good number of our plants. We also 
use specially made wrought-iron 
shelves for plant displays. Many of 
the plants, of course, are set directly 
on the floor — another reason why 
the floor should be made of concrete. 
This department should be made to 
look inviting, and the plants should 
be labeled and priced. 

Gift Department 


A natural addition to this depart- 
ment is a gift section, featuring at- 
tractive indoor planters. If one is 
going to sell indoor plants, he must 
carry a line of planters in order to 
do the best job of merchandising. It 
is true that people often bring in 
planters that have been purchased 
elsewhere for a garden center to 
plant, but if a nurseryman’s line of 
planters is good, he will sell many of 
them to customers who would like to 
have them planted for the home. A 
gift department, of course, is another 
complete facet of the industry, and 
many modern garden centers have 
gone into giftware on a large scale. 

At my garden center, we have a 
small but neat gift department in 
which we carry an attractive line of 
planters of various sizes and types 
and other giftware such as vases, 
ceramic pieces and wall brackets. We 
find that this department is gradually 
building up its sales and helps con- 
siderably to roundout the year’s 
sales also. 

The matter of planting these in- 
door planters requires some thought 
and foresight. When customers bring 
in planters of their own, we believe 









that there should be a charge made 
for planting, in addition to the pur- 
chase price of the plants. It does take 
time and soil to plant a planter; so 
we charge a nominal fee for planting 
small planters, based on the time 
consumed. For larger planters we 
charge a fee based on the time plus 
the soil necessary for planting. 

We use a mixture of leaf mold, 
peat moss, sponge rock and pumice, 
which I believe to be a fine mixture 
for growing indoor plants properly. 
If a customer buys a planter from us, 
we make no charge for planting it, 
except for the actual cost of the ma- 
terials. Many people have planters in 
their homes which are too large to 
bring into the store. In this case it 
is necessary for someone to go out 
to view the situation and to do the 
planting on the spot. For this serv- 
ice, we charge $5 per hour for the 
time spent by the person doing the 
planting, plus the actual cost of soil 
and plant materials used. This is 
becoming a lucrative part of the in- 
door plant business because many 
modern homes are designed with in- 
terior built-in planters. 


Avoid Inexpensive Stock 


I have found, in the matter of gift- 
ware, that it is easy to get carried 
away in stocking many items that 
do not sell rapidly. It is advisable to 
avoid inexpensive items that can be 
obtained in the variety stores and to 
stock only the more exclusive lines. 
If items do not move within six 
months to a year, they should be 
cleared out at a low price, because 
if they are not sold in this time, the 
chances are that the style has lost 
favor or that the item is not an ap- 
pealing one. It is a tricky business 
and one that takes constant super- 
vision by someone directly in charge 
of it. To make the planters as pre- 
sentable as possible, one should polish 
the leaves of the plants used in them 
with a good leaf polish. 

Potted plants should be wrapped 
in an attractive manner. This neces- 
sitates carrying a stock of foil, cello- 
phane and ribbon. The gift depart- 
ment requires a stock of boxes. If 
garden centers are to compete with 
department stores in this field, they 
must sell their merchandise in the 
same manner in which those stores 
do. One of the things that the de-

The Electronic Leaf 


Fairly early in the development of 
mist propagation it became apparent 
that the reason for the use of mist 
was simply to keep the leaves of 
the cuttings wet continuously. The 
explanation of this fact involves a 
long discussion that is not included 
here. At the same time it was ob- 
vious that the leaves should be kept 
continuously wet with the least pos- 
sible amount of water for a consider- 
able number of reasons, which are 
omitted at this time. 

There are, of course, many differ- 
ent ways in which cuttings can be 
kept wet, but most of them are more 
or less unsatisfactory. Manual meth- 
ods are too troublesome. Continu- 
ous mist floods the cuttings with too 
much water. Time switches, while 
fairly satisfactory, are arbitrary and 
take no recognition of changes in 
climatic conditions. 

What is needed is a device that 
will give precise automatic control 

a device that will, in effect, contin- 
uously and unfailingly observe the 
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Illustration A-B 


cuttings to see whether or not they 
have a film of water on their leaves 

that is, whether or not they are 
wet. If the device finds that the film 
of water is beginning to dry off, 
it can turn on the mist. Since it is 
continuously observing the cuttings, 
just as soon as it sees that their 
leaves are wet again, it can stop the 
mist. 

We developed the electronic leaf 
control for that purpose. It is a pre- 
cise device which, if properly con- 
structed and operated, can be de-

Many of the early models of ele 
tronic leaves used throughout tk 
country were not entirely satisfa 
tory. This is understandable, as th 
idea was then too new to have bee 
completely freed of possible trov 
bles. Also, there was no backlog ¢ 
experience with the device to enabk 
anyone to supply a set of operating 
instructions comprehensive enough 
to take into consideration all the po 
sible sources of difficulty and to sug- 
gest solutions. Now, I believe 
enough is known to insure that th 
electronic leaf control can be mat 
to do precisely what is wanted dont 
It is the object of this article to gn 
that information.

enable a grower to construct the de- 
vice, put it in operation and keep 
it working at least as well as it works 
for us here, and that is very well 
indeed. 

The precise construction of the 
electronic leaf (the sensing element 
of the electronic leaf mist control, 
which is the part that goes in the 
bed with the cuttings and on which 
the mist acts) is not critical. A satis- 
factory leaf can be made in a great 
variety of ways. Basically, all that is 
necessary is two electrical contacts 
separated by a surface of some kind 
on which the mist can fall and col- 
lect into a film of water to act as 
a conducting path between the two 
contacts. For practical purposes, 
that is to avoid destructive electroly- 
sis of the contacts, the contacts 
should be of a good grade of graph- 
ite, such as the lead out of a large, 
soft pencil (lead diameter about 
5/32 inch), or may be small motor

or generator brushes. Platinum is 
even better and is not too costly un- 
der the circumstances, as only very 
smali contacts are needed. 
Nature of Good Surface 

The character of the surface on 
which the mist is to fall and collect 
into a conducting film between the 
two contacts is of utmost impor- 
tance. The surface must be such that 
the mist can form a thin, continuous 
film of water, with little or no tend- 
ency for the water to collect into 
discontinuous globules. The material 
used as the surface must be a non- 
conductor of electricity and must be 
incapable of absorbing water, since 
absorbed water would produce in- 
ternal conducting paths, bypassing 
what should be a strictly surface 
phenomenon. 

Usually sheet plastic has been 
used for the material forming the 
surface as it is nonconductive and

nonabsorbent and has the practical 
advantage of being easy to work. 
However, such plastic does not pro- 
vide a very satisfactory surface be- 
cause, even though usually rough- 
ened to promote spread of the mist 
into a thin film, water does not wet 
such a surface evenly, but tends to 
collect into droplets, so that the con- 
ducting film is too thick in some 
places and too thin—or nonexistent 
in others. 


Contact Points 


When plastic is used, as it was 
in the leaf showing in illustration A, 
the contacts can be fastened to a 
small rectangle of sheet plastic about 
one and a quarter inches long, half 
an inch wide and three sixteenths of 
an inch thick by pushing them from 
the underside up through two holes 
drilled in the plastic so that the 
upper ends of the contacts project 
just above the surface. Polystyrene

sheet is a fairly satisfactory plastic 
to use, in which case the contacts 
can be cemented in on the under- 
side with the ordinary polystyrene 
cement used to glue this material. 
The upper surface of the rectangular 
plastic between the two projecting 
contacts must be roughened by light 
sanding with fine sandpaper. 

Vinyl plastic-insulated (not rub- 
ber-covered) lamp cord, such as 
POT, is satisfactory for the lead 
wires to the two contacts. These lead 
wires must be fixed firmly to the 
lower ends of the graphite contacts, 
preferably by soldering, which, for- 
tunately, is not so difficult as it may 
sound at first. The lower end of each 
graphite contact is wrapped with a 
spiral of fine copper wire, and this 
spiral is tinned with solder. The 
ends of the lead wires are then 
soldered to the spirals. It will be 
found that the contraction of the 
solder as it cools will cause the spiral 
to clamp itself tightly to the graph- 
ite so as to provide an excellent elec-

trical and mechanical joint. This 
work should be done before one in- 
serts the contacts through the rec- 
tangle of plastic. 

It is necessary to protect the 
soldered joint from moisture, to 
avoid electrolysis at that point. This 
is accomplished by coating the joint 
with the same polystyrene cement 
that was used to fix the contacts in 
the holes in the plastic. 


Water Characteristics Vary 


The distance between the contacts, 
that is, the length of the surface be- 
tween the two contacts, does not 
seem to be critical as long as it is 
somewhere between a quarter of an 
inch and one inch. One can make 
several leaves with different spac- 
ings and choose the one that seems 
most satisfactory for his setup. It 
is impossible to specify any one spac- 
ing as optimum, because the proper 
spacing will depend to some extent 
on the electrical-conducting charac- 
teristics of the water. In general, the 
contacts are too close together if 
capillary action tends to pull the 
water up between them so that the 
plastic surface is covered with an 
appreciable thickness of water rather 
than a thin film. If the contacts are 
too far apart, the electrical resistance 
of the long film of water may be too 
high to match the characteristics of 
the electronic relay, which will be 
described later. 

Glass-Surface Leaf 


Glass has much more favorable 
surface characteristics for the pur- 
pose than has the plastic, and sens- 
ing elements or leaves using a glass 
surface, such as the one shown in il- 
lustration B, are easy to make. Ob- 
tain a rectangle of window glass 
about 3gx1'% inches. Wet it with 
water and rub it on a wet, new Car- 
borundum stone (one that has never 
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had oil on it) until one surface , 
the glass is evenly frosted, or croun 
This frosted side is to be the Upper 
active surface and is thus roughene 
to promote even spreading of 4 
water film. 

For a glass surface the contag, 
are most easily made from two smal 
automobile generator brushes, 
shown in illustration B. Use vinyl-jp. 
sulated lamp cord for lead wire 
Remove the insulation from the eng 
for three sixteenths of an_ inc 
exposing the stranded copper wir 
Drill a small hole in each eraphite 
brush so that the copper wire 
a tight fit. Push the wire into th 
hole until the insulation is sny 
against the graphite and then ¢. 
ment the lead wire and the graph. 
ite together with a coating of poly. 
styrene cement, but be sure that th 
other end of the brush is not coy. 
ered with the cement. Then simply 
bind these contacts to the upper 
frosted surface of the glass plate 
using narrow strips of Minnesot, 
Mining & Mfg. Co. No. 33 plastic 
tape. This is the common electr- 
cians’ plastic tape available at am 
hardware store. Such a sensing ele. 
ment is certainly not a thing of 
beauty, but it works beautifully, and 
that is what matters. 

Any convenient method of hold- 
ing the leaf in place in the bed is 
satisfactory, so long as there is nm 
way in which the electricity can ¢-. 
cape from the active portions of the 
leaf to the bed. About the easiest 
system of support is to tie the lamp 
cord lead wire to a small stake in 
such a way that the leaf part is sev- 
eral inches from the stake. The in- 
sulation on the lamp cord is suff- 
cient to isolate the leaf electricalh 
from the bed, even though the stake 
may be a conductor. 


Basic Elements 
Perfectly satisfactory sensing ele- 
ments can be constructed in a vari- 
ety of other ways. If a specific appli- 
cation seems to require some method 
of construction other than given 
here, one should not hesitate to try 
it. It will probably work and maj 
be better for the purpose than the 
two examples cited. One must, how- 
ever, keep in mind what seems to be 
the basic requirements: Two com 
tacts of suitable material, or mate- 
rial protected in some way so as to 
avoid destructive electrolytic action, 
mounted on or fastened to some non- 
conductive substance, on the upper 
surface of which a film of water can 
accumulate to produce an electti- 
cally conductive path between the 
two contacts. 
The leaf, or sensing element, must

Deigaard Nurseries 


Adjacent to our motel at Duarte 
were the Deigaard Nurseries. Here 
again I had an opportunity to se 
a smaller nursery, which had been 
established about the same time a 
the Monrovia firm. I was particu- 
larly interested in visiting the Dei- 
gaard Garden Center at Monrovia, 
where I had an opportunity to view 
many types of deciduous and ever- 
green plants in pots of various sizes.

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Varied Topics Heard at 


Arizona Short Course 


By Joseph S. Folkner 


The seventh annual nurserymen’s 
short course sponsored by the de- 
partment of horticulture of the Uni- 
versity of Arizona was held Decem- 
ter 10 and 11 in the Student Union 
building on the university campus 
at Tucson. Approximately 100 per- 


sons attended the sessions. The 
group included nurserymen, park 
superintendents, landscape archi- 


tects and representatives of sup- 
pliers to the trade. 

At a business meeting held during 
the course by the Arizona Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen, James Driskell, 
Meadowbrook Nurseries, Phoenix, 
was elected president, and Frank 
Buffington, sales manager, Capital 
Feed & Seed Co., Phoenix and 
Tucson, was elected  secretary- 
treasurer. The Tucson chapter is 
being reorganized, and the state 
vice-president will be elected from 
this group at a later date. 

President Richard A. Harvill wel- 
comed the group and called their 
attention to the landscaping of new 
buildings on the campus. In the 
course of its expansion the univers- 
ity is buying blocks of improved 
property and demolishing the struc- 
tures. Many mature and outstand- 
ing plant specimens exist about 
these older homes, and, wherever 
feasible, these large plants have 
been moved and used effectively in 
the landscaping of new buildings. 
Attention was called to the recently 
completed college of fine arts, con- 
sisting of three separate building 
units — drama, music and art. 


Time and Motion Studies 


A talk on time and motion studies 
as applied to the nursery industry 
by D. I. Robinson, of the Hughes 
Aircraft Co., Culver City, Calif, 
opened the formal talks. He stated 
that in any type of business, no mat- 
ter how small the operation, time 
studies generally reduce cost of pro- 
duction and labor, increase produc- 
tion quantity, increase earnings of 
labor and reduce hours of work. 

_ Time studies, with motion stud- 
is, improve the over-all picture 
by indicating unnecessary motions 
that may be eliminated. Time and 
motion studies are now more appli- 
cable to the nursery industry than 
ever before, because of the trend to 


production and sale of nursery stock 
in containers. This trend makes 
greater standardization possible be- 
cause of increased production on 
smaller areas of land and the many 
mechanical operations of a similar 
nature repeated over and over again 
in the production of container- 
grown stock from canning through 
loading for ultimate delivery. 

Dr. Wallace H. Fuller, head of 
the agricultural chemistry and soils 
department, then discussed soil com- 
paction, pointing out the character- 
istics of a compacted soil — a great- 
ly reduced pore space, smaller ag- 
gregates, reduced air movement and 
limited microbiological activity, all 
of which result in poor develop- 
ment, insufficient uptake of nutri- 
ents and poor plant growth. Causes 
of compaction were outlined, and 
preventive measures discussed. Soil 
should be worked at the proper 
moisture content, and organic ma- 
terial should be incorporated. Proper 
watering methods and the addition 
of nitrogen are also aids in avoiding 
compaction of the soil or alleviating 
it. 


Dr. J. Richard Kuykendall, de- 
partment of horticulture, presented 
color slides showing the effect of 
gibberellic acid on a wide range of 
plants, including beans and a num- 
ber of flowering annuals. Noted 


among the effects of this chemical 
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were stem elongation, induction of 
flowering and fruiting, breaking of 
dormancy in plants and shortening 
of the time necessary for seed ger- 
mination. 


Chelates for Chlorosis 

Dr. Kuykendall also presented the 
results of various chelate treatments 
in the correction of chlorosis of or- 
namental plants in Arizona. Chloro- 
sis is a particular problem in the 
state because of the highly alkaline 
soil and the prevalence of alkaline 
water. Various compounds and 
rates and methods of application 
were studied. The results varied, but 
they demonstrated that the proper 
compound applied in the right man- 
ner will correct the chlorotic condi- 
tion in practically all cases. 

John H. O’Bannon, nematologist 
with the United States Department 
of Agriculture in Arizona, spoke on 
advances in the control of the root 
knot nematode. This nematode is of 
particular concern in Arizona, occur- 
ring in many soils and forming a 
knot or gall on the roots of plants 
which interferes with the uptake of 
water and nutrients. Wilting and 
stunted growth of plants are indi- 
cations of its presence. In some 
plants, death results. Others tolerate 
the gall but do not grow normally. 
Rigid inspection of bare-root plants 
and sterilization of potting soils do 
much to control the spread of dis- 
ease. Infected soil areas may be 
treated with formaldehyde, chloro- 
picrin and two new promising ma- 
terialsk—Nemagon and VC-13. 

At the luncheon meeting in the 
Student Union ballroom, Norman 
Perry, of the Tucson better business 
bureau, addressed the group. He

Beginning in the Nursery Business 


Nurseries that sell their products 
through salesmen are known as 
agency nurseries, and the salesmen 
are called agents. The term agent is 
seldom used now; the men are re- 
ferred to as salesmen. While agency 
nurseries are comparatively few in 
number, they represent a_ highly 
specialized branch of the industry 
and their sales form a considerable 
percentage of the total for the in- 
dustry. Some of the oldest firms in 
the nursery business today began as 
agency nurseries and continue to 
make at least a part of their sales 
through salesmen. 

The tree agent has been the butt 
of many jokes and has been accused 
of a large assortment of crimes, but 
to the tree agent belongs much of the 
credit for encouraging the planting 
of orchards, hedges, wood lots, wind- 
breaks, ornamental shrubs and even 
flower gardens while the country 
was developing. Today he is still 
rendering valuable service. Better 
trained and better informed than 
ever before, he counsels, advises and 
encourages planting in town and 
country. 

Nursery Salesmen Needed 


There are some who think that the 
tree agent is disappearing from the 
scene. This is probably true, if by 
agent one refers to the individual 
who is given a plate book, price list 
and order blank and, with no train- 
ing, sets out to solicit orders. There 
is no longer a place for him in the 
industry, and it will be better off 
without him. On the other hand, 
there is great need for salesmen who 
are well informed on the product 
that they are selling and are trained 
in the art of salesmanship. 

If the nursery business is to hold 
its own in the battle for the consum- 
er’s dollar against such highly or- 
ganized competitors as the automo- 
tive and home appliance industries, 
it probably will have to employ an 
increasing number of salesmen. No 
other method of selling is so effective 
as personal contact. 

Nearly all agency nurseries are lo- 
cated in comparatively small com- 
munities. This does not mean they 
cannot be operated from large cities; 
but because of the nature of the bus- 
iness no special advantages accrue 
from being in large cities. 

There are several ways of obtain- 
ing salesmen. Advertising is the 
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method most commonly used. After 
you have decided upon the territory 
in which you wish to operate, insert 
advertising in the local newspapers. 
Classified advertisements are cheap- 
er, but display advertisements will 
give you quicker results. Tell a 
straightforward story in your copy, 
emphasizing the attracyve features 
of your proposition. Vague, indefi- 
nite or misleading advertisements de- 
feat themselves. Another method em- 
ployed by many agencies to secure 
salesmen is to write bankers or prom- 
inent businessmen in the communi- 
ties where salesmen are wanted, re- 
questing them to recommend men 
for the job. Sometimes compensa- 
tion in the form of premiums is of- 
fered for names. One plan that will 
result in a better list of prospects is 
to offer to pay a small sum for the 
name of each man hired, payment 
to be made when the salesman has 
brought in a certain amount of sales 
—say $50 or $100 worth. 

Agents themselves often are help- 
ful in obtaining other salesr *n. An 
inducement sometimes offered is to 
give a salesman a small commission. 
usually 5 per cent, on the sales made 
by agents whom he induces to go 
to work. Some agents are able to add 
substantially to their income in this 
way. 

Before hiring anyone as a sales- 
man, require him to furnish refer- 
ences and check them carefully. Your 
firm will be judged by the salesman 
you send out. A man of question- 
able integrity can do serious harm to 
your reputation. He may make false 
representations or prove dishonest 
in financial matters. 

All too often nursery salesmen are 
launched on their selling careers 
without any training whatsoever. 
They are given a book of colored 
pictures, a price list and an order 
book and turned loose on the public. 
Knowing nothing about varieties, 
planting and culture, they bluff their 
way along, misinforming the custom- 
ers and creating ill will for you. 


Training Salesmen 


How to give the salesman the 
proper training is a real problem. 
The best way, if it can be accom- 
plished, is to bring new agents into 
the nursery and conduct a school of 
salesmanship for them. Qualified 
persons in your organization can act 
as instructors. Sometimes the most 
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successful salesmen are brought } 
to give the new men the benefit 
their experience. Salesmen show 
become acquainted with the vari. 
ties of nursery stock offered for sa 
as well as with the uses of the plang 

If you are lucky enough to hire; 
salesman who is experienced any 
well informed, you can have hip 
travel with your inexperienced me 
until they know the ropes. This j 
the method most commonly ep. 
ployed by the large firms. Their bey 
men are put on a salary and spen( 
their time training new salesmen an 
helping to keep the older ones alert 
A good fieldman is so valuable thy 
he can command an excellent salary. 
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Nearly all nursery salesmen ap 
paid on a commission basis. Ths 
means they are paid a certain pe 
centage of their sales. The comms 
sion varies from 20 to 40 per cent 
with the average probably mud 
nearer 25 than 40 per cent. For @ 
ample, if a salesman is working @ 
a 30 per cent commission basis ani 
his sales for the week are $200, he 
will be paid $60 for that week’s work 
It is customary to withhold a smal 
percentage of the commission to take 
care of cancellations and other caus 
es of nondelivery for which the nur 
ery is not responsible. If deliveries 
are made on all sales booked, the 
salesman receives the full commis 
sion. 

One agency nursery follows the 
practice of dividing its products inte 
different groups and paying a dif 
ferent rate of commission on each 
group. On items that the nursery’ 
most anxious to sell it pays a higher 
commission than on varieties that 
are scarce or sell readily. Another 
practice is to pay commissions on 4 
sliding scale. The more sales a 
agent makes the higher the commis 
sion he earns. To illustrate: He may 
be paid 25 per cent commission on 
all sales up to $2,000 during the year. 
If his sales amount to $3,000 his 
commission might be 30 per cent 
If he is able to build his sales up to 
$5,000 or more, he might be paid 
as much as 35 per cent. The higher 
commissions offer a real inducement 
to the salesman to exert his best ef- 
forts. The lower rate is paid until 
the end of the selling season, and 
then an adjustment is made on the 
basis of total sales.

Panels Presented at New York Course 


Landscape Selling, Container Growing and Foreman’s Duties are Topics 
I 


Panel discussions drew much in- 
terest at the short course for New 
York nurserymen held at Cornell 
University, Ithaca, last month. 
These discussions, held in addition 
to the tour of research at the uni- 
versity, reported in the January 1 
issue of this magazine, are sum- 
marized here. 

The opening session, “Landscape 
Sales for Home Properties,” was mod- 
erated by Hewlett Lewis, Greenvale, 
N. Y. The point was made that in 
today’s competition for the consum- 
er’s dollar nurserymen need to in- 
crease their efficiency and to realize 
that the backbone of the landscape 
business is the small home property. 

Dave Gardner, Meadowbrook 
Nurseries, Wellsville, N. Y., de- 
scribed his procedures as a landscape 
nurseryman in a town of 7,500, 
where the majority of his business 
starts in the area of renovating ex- 
isting plantings. In these established 
homes, credit problems are minor. 
Notes are made on a visit; then a 
plan is prepared, and the customer 
visits the nursery salesyard to in- 
spect the plants to be used and to 
see the supplies and materials to be 
used in renovation and new con- 
struction. Groundwork is thus laid 
for future business in walks, patios 
and other features. 

Landscape sales as a team project 
between the landscape salesman, of- 
fice manager and nursery superin- 
tendent was shown in skit form by 
Wesley Lent, Louis Pasciuti and 
Jerome Bryers, of the Poundridge 
Nurseries, Poundridge, N. Y., of 
which Louis Weinstock is owner and 
manager. In the skit the landscape 
salesman impressed his audience and 
customer with his sincerity when 
declaring that his company would 
and could give complete satisfaction 
and that the customer was getting 
his money’s worth. 

The following points were made 
with the demonstration: Precontact 
with the customer is important to 
learn what he wants and can afford, 
so that a specific approach can be 
made. Contact is made by telephone 
or a visit, followed through by fur- 
nishing a good but simple design and 
list of plants. Many customers do 
not know plants: so thev should be 
encouraged to see them in the nurs- 
ery, where they can select and tag

items. The customer’s plan comes 
to life as his selections progress. 
Customer contact is continued with 
the delivery of the plants by ap- 
pointment. Plants are set out in 
position for planting. After customer 
approval, planting proceeds. Plant- 
ing areas are always left in perfect 
order—clean, mulched and edged. 


Plant Selection Guided 


Sometimes customers bring pic- 
tures to the nursery for landscape 
suggestions. Key questions help in 
guiding the selection of plants and 
in sizing up a job, often turning the 
contact into a visit-and-plan proce- 
dure. Salesman and office force, as 
well as nursery manager, are always

This panel drew active discussion 
on customer relations, particularly 
in the matter of handling and charg- 
ing for plans. Even simple plans 
take time and professional thought. 
They are used by Poundridge Nurs- 
eries until a job is completed, then 
fled at the nursery for future refer- 
ence. Sketching was agreed to be 
an effective way of leading into 
landscape sales. 

After a coffee break, many of the 
audience returned for a further dis- 
cussion on “Plants for the Ranch 
and Other Homes Where Special 
Conditions Prevail.” Valleau Curtis, 
Curtis Nurseries, Callicoon, in out- 
lining the panel discussion, called at- 
tention to the need for appropriate 
plants for ranch homes and the pos- 
sibilities for the use of some un- 
usual materials. 


City Trees 
Tobey Martino, Buffalo, indicated 


that city conditions rule out many 
plants suited for suburban or coun- 
try planting, particularly among 
the shade trees. Honey locust, sil- 
ver maple (where it is not legislated 
against), Norway maple and linden 
are larger trees for difficult city con- 
ditions. Hawthorns and crab apples, 
especially Eleyi and Hopa crab ap- 
ples, do well and are attractive in 
flower and fruit. Magnolia soulange- 
ana is useful for 25 years as a mod- 
erate-sized tree. 

Raymond Schenk, Personalized 
Landscape, Hicksville, stressed in- 
terest in newer plants for the ad- 
vanced architectural styles now in 
vogue. Mr. Schenk aroused enthusi- 
asm for Styrax obassia, Stvrax jap- 
onica, koelreuteria, sophora, Cornus 
Kousa, Cornus mas, zelkova, gym- 
nocladus and small lindens. 

Bernard Harkness, of the parks 
department, Rochester, added hal- 
esia and cladrastis as good unusual 
plants of larger size, with character 
and interest commensurate with 
modern architecture. 

The emphasis in foundation plant- 
ing is changing from the use of 
evergreens to that of more colorful 
material, such as bulbs, roses, an- 
nuals and chrysanthemums. Charles 
Mouquin, Glen Head, favors low, 
massed plantings of Juniperus hetzi, 
Juniperus chinensis sargenti, coton- 
easter, Taxus cuspidata nana, Leu-

nurseries. Dr. Raymond Hirt, forest 
pathologist, college of forestry, Syra. 
cuse University, traced the develop. 
ment of lateral roots and of tap. 
roots in trees and plants as such 
roots come in contact with mechani- 
cal barriers. The root systems of pot. 
bound seedling and container-grown 
plants tend to be restricted for long 
periods, and later growth as well as 
general vigor may be reduced by 
girdling roots. 

Removal of taproots from seed- 
lings and young plants before plant- 
ing in containers is important for 
rapid establishment of a thoroughly 
functional root system in a lan¢- 
scape location. 

Dr. Hirt referred his audience to 
a new book, “The University of Cal- 
ifornia System for Producing Heal- 
thy Container-grown Plants.” The 
publication covers treatment of soil 
and plants for disease and pest con- 
trol, as well as soil and fertilizer 
mixtures for container purposes. 

Ed Anderson, Oak Park Nurs 
eries, East Patchogue, pointed out 
the customer appeal and mass dis- 
play potentialities of nursery stock 
growing in suitable containers. Sales 
are concluded promptly, and no 
time is lost in walking long distances 
to select plants in the nursery. Plants 
are readily transportable and can 
be exhibited in garden shows and 
at club meetings and elsewhere for 
advertising. 

Landscape planting is simplified, 
and the hazard of a broken ball is 
overcome by planting in the con- 
tainer. This is especially true of the 
wire containers used by Oak Park 
Nurseries. Wires above the soil line

Different 
sizes of dies are used, according 
the size of the plant. 

Foreman’s Duties 

Peter Costich, Hicks Nurseries, 
Westbury, moderated a discussion 
entitled, “The Foreman Keeps the 
Show on the Road.” Most of thos 
attending the session on container. 
plant growing returned after the 
coffee break. 

The opening discussions by Philip 
White, Ithaca, and remarks by Pet. 
er Costich indicated that their com- 
panies have several key foremen, one 
for each major phase of operation, 
such as nursery foreman, landscape 
foreman, store foreman, digging 
foreman and tree-moving foreman. 
Each has his own equipment, per- 
tinent to his special operation. Often 
this extends to separate tools and 
headquarters, as well as to crews 
and record sheets, where appropt- 
ate. As proficiency is acquired in 
the specialized work, a level of effi 
cient operation is reached. It wa 
noted that work crews change with 
the season and that language differ- 
ences may become a problem. 


Meetings Held 


Meetings with management, held 
yearly or oftener, are customary 
and can be pursued to advantage in 
working out problems and mait- 
taining a good liaison between the 
departments of a production land- 
scape nursery.

Prof. R. F. Risley, school of indus- 
trial and labor relations at Cornell, 
frst raised the question, “What is 
the foreman asked to do and what 
is he getting paid for?”

laid special stress on a survey con- 
ducted by the A.A.N. indicating 
that among nursery employees, wag- 
es do not come first in determining 
job satisfaction, but that full appre- 
ciation of the work done is high on 
the list. Often the job foreman is 
the only representative of manage- 
ment with whom the average em- 
ployee has any direct contact. It is 
the foreman who must outline to the 
employee what his job is and keep 
him informed of all conditions sur- 
rounding his job. 

One frequently hears the state- 
ment from a harried foreman that, 
although he generally understands 
what higher management expects 
in the way of duties and responsibili- 
ties, insufficient understanding of 
his authority in the organizational 
structure makes the effective per- 
formance of his job a most difficult 
assignment. 

The aggressive supervisor will have 
less difficulty, as he will continually 
test the limits of his authority 
Through trial and error, therefore, 
he will determine his limitations. 
The less venturesome foreman, how- 
ever, will not seek out the limits of 
his authority and can well become 
such a doubtful force that his effec- 
tiveness as a foreman will be seri- 
ously restricted. Therefore, it is in- 
cumbent upon higher management 
in the development of an effective 
foreman to delineate clearly the 
authority he possesses. 


New Developments 


The third series of discussion pe- 
riods covered new developments. 
“Up-to-Date for °58” was moderat- 
ed by Dan Quigley, Maxwell, Bow- 
den & Rice, Geneva, and reported 
by Charles Mouquin. The opening 
speaker, Dr. John P. Nitsch, Cornell 
University, reviewed the origin of 
gibberellic acid, its subsequent per- 
formance under standardized en- 
vironment and its use in nursery 
practice. He maintained that early 
results have not always been sub- 
stantiated under outdoor conditions. 
Repeated applications made during 
the active phase of leaf bud or stem 
formation have modified growth. 
Advantageous results of practical 
nature are not clear at present for 
nursery crop propagation or produc- 
tion. 

William Flemer, Jr., Princeton 
Nurseries, Princeton, N. J., reviewed 
present-day horticulture in the Pa- 
cific area, including Australia and 
New Zealand, as well as nursery 
crop production in the Pacific coast 
area of this country. He said the 
extensive use of flowering and ever-

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green plants in English-type gardens 
is impressive and that the wide use 
and excellent culture of plants and 
gardens by home gardeners exceeds 
that in most of the United States. 
In nurseries, containers are provided 
for many plants, including eucalyp- 
tus and legumes, which make up a 
large group of flowering trees. Lath 
houses are less elaborate, often be- 
ing made of poles and brush. Pro- 
tection extends down the sides. Lo- 
cations in valleys protected from 
winds are sought in New Zealand. 

In contrast to the small blocks 
and hand work found in south Pa- 
cific areas, the nursery business in 
the Pacific northwest is on a large- 


acreage basis, with efficient, effective 


machinery for land preparation, 
planting, irrigation, cultivation and 
harvesting. 

Charles Taft, Turtle Nurseries, 
Hamburg, reported on the enthusi- 
astic meeting of plant propagators 
and reviewed results in container 
production of plants from seeds and 
cuttings to market size. 


Plant Insurance 


“Plant Insurance °58 Policy” was 
moderated by David Bulk, Bulk’s 
Nursery, Babylon, and reported by 
Prof. Foster Gambrell, New York 
state agricultural experiment sta- 
tion, Geneva. In this session, field 
soil sterilization was covered by Dr. 
C. E. Williamson, of the Cornell 
ornamentals research laboratory, 
Farmingdale; granular herbicides in 
commercial practice, by James 
Shearer, Jackson & Perkins Co., 
Newark, and granular herbicides in 
commercial perennial production, by 
Henry Weller, C. W. Stuart & Co., 
Newark. 

Gordon Nielsen, of the depart- 
ment of entomology, spoke for Dr. 
J. G. Matthysse. Changes in Cornell 
recommendations were given in re- 
gard to all-purpose mixtures, miti- 
cides and dormant sprays and for 
control of white-pine weevil, locust 
borer, Dutch elm disease, elm leaf 
beetle and turf insects. Dr. Donald 
Welch, of the department of plant 
pathology, spoke on present disease 
problems in relation to the dry 
weather of last summer. 

Dr. W. R. Eadie, department of 
conservation, recommended repel- 
lents for rabbits and deer, but ex- 
plained that perfect protection is 
hot yet a reality. Rabbit repellents 
of value include a resin-alcohol mix, 
which can be used at a cost of 2 
cents per small shrub; Arasan and 
Tersan mixtures (TMTD), which 
has good lasting quality, and Ring- 
wood repellent, which is easy to

Selling Techniques 


The final sessions of the short 
course were devoted to the subject 
of selling. T. Horn, of O. M. Scott 
& Sons, Marysville, O., opened the 
program, reading comments by 
Joseph Howland, of the same firm, 
who was unable to be present. 

Joe Kijak, Green Valley Nurser- 
ies, Hawthorne, N. Y., recounted 
his experiences with customers visit- 
ing his nursery sales area, which is 
below but visible from the road. 
The neat layout and display beds 
of the nursery are inviting to visi- 
tors. Originally there were a single 
entrance and exit, but another large 
entrance has been added. Parking 
space has been doubled. Mr. Kijak 
said that people want to see plants, 
learn their names and pick out the 
ones they want for their gardens. 
He plans to make this easy for them 
to do and feels the gardenlike at- 
mosphere is conductive to good 
sales. 

Dr. Joseph Metz, of the depart- 
ment of agricultural economics, re- 
viewed the trend in the sale of eggs 
and other packaged agricultural 
products. He said that people buy 
what they can see and handle read- 
ily. Cut flowers, formerly sold in 
boxes, moved much faster when 
placed in a plastic or aluminum con- 
tainer. Generally, the flowers are 
placed in Oasis, a water-retaining 
material, to prolong the life and 
fresh appearance of the flowers. The 
containers are wrapped in polyethy- 
lene for visibility and sealed to pro- 
tect the flowers and reduce water 
loss. This bulky product is useful as 
a special item for profit in super- 
markets, where return per unit of 
floor space is carefully considered. 

Jack Siebenthaler, Siebenthaler 
Nurseries, Dayton, O., concluded 
the session on sales. The audience 
agreed with his opinion on manage- 
ment decisions concerning credit, 
special sales, not being open on 
Christmas eve and having a limited 
gift department. He believes that the 
best profit comes from nursery stock, 
grass seeds, foliage plants and other 
horticultural items. The best sales 
staff is skilled in selling and acquires 
the necessary horticultural orienta- 
tion. Wall space, he said, is often 
overlooked as display space for 
goods. Tools can be handled effec- 
tively on wall space, where they 
show to advantage. Outdoors, cov- 
ered areas provide shade and shelter 
for customers while they shop, and 
gravel paths are desirable.

CHRYSANTHEMUM AWARDS 

Three decorative chrysanthemums 
and one cushion chrysanthemum 
were recently announced the win- 
ners of the first All-America Mum 
Selections awards. They are the rose- 
colored Showpiece, Burning Bronze, 
the golden-yellow Emperor and the 
ruby-red cushion chrysanthemum, 
Ruby King. The four 1958 winners 
represent the most widely adapted 
and most meritorious varieties from 
entries of 1954, 1955 and 1956. 

Showpiece is termed a giant gar- 
den chrysanthemum. Its shapely, 4- 
inch double flowers, with long, 
graceful petals slightly incurving at 
the centers are described as a rich, 
sparkling, royal rose, with silvery 
highlights on petal reverses and cen- 
ters. The blooms, appearing profuse- 
ly in late September, on strong 2 to 
2%-foot stems are said to be ex- 
tremely long-lasting when cut. 

Burning Bronze is said to form a 
free, vigorous 2'-foot bush, with 
fine cutting sprays of 24-inch dou- 
ble blooms that open a mahogany 
bronze over a scarlet base and turn 
to tones of tangerine, bronze and 
orange when fully open. 


Bronze Buds 


The buds of Emperor are de- 
scribed as a bright bronze with 
orange tints as they open in late 
September. Soon turning to a rich 
golden yellow, they finally assume 
a clear, lemon-yellow tone when 
fully open. A vigorous, compact 
plant of medium height and gener- 
ous sperad, Emperor is said to cover 
its lively green foliage with light, 
airy sprays of flat flowers that are 
excellent for cutting. 

The cushion-type Ruby King 
forms compact, mounded plants 
from 12 to 15 inches tall, with an 
equal or wider spread. The plants 
are reported to be well covered with 
1¥% to 2-inch blooms in late Septem- 
ber or early October, usually main- 
taining the display until freezing 
weather. Opening from buds that 
tolerate frost, the blooms are de- 
scribed as informal pompons of a 
rich, deep red, highlighted with 
flame-red and showing gold on the 
reverse of the petals.

Reflections on the Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam setts 





NEGLECTED PLANTS 


Arborvitae, juniper and chamae- 
cyparis were overused and misused 
to a great extent in foundation 
plantings some 20 to 30 years ago 
and still are, to a degree. I have 
added my own small voice to dis- 
courage this practice. Species of 
these genera were used in their 
dwarf or juvenile forms in an effort 
to subdue the not too attractive ar- 
chitecture of the period. Too often, 
of course, the plants grew out of 
proportion and failed in their pur- 
pose. Two changes occurred; first, 
the architecture of the homes was 
improved and_ second, planting 
styles and selection of plant types 
also were vastly improved. 

In the change to better selection 
of plant types, there has been too 
heavy a reliance on dwarf yews, and 
there has also been a_ tendency, 
among some gardeners, to condemn 
broadly the planting of arborvitae, 
juniper or chamaecyparis. This idea 
is often found among those who 
make an effort to be arty and have 
only a superficial knowledge of bot- 
any. 


American Arborvitae 


The American arborvitae, for in- 
stance, is a fine plant, even though 
one specimen at each side of a front 
door may look silly. Often, this 
medium-sized plant, placed about 
10 to 12 feet off a cold corner in- 
stead of the usual distance of three 
or four feet, will frame a home 
attractively. We are all seeking 
small trees that will not smother 
the low ranch-style house nor inter- 
fere with utility wires. There are a 
number of species and varieties in 
the group being discussed that will 
serve this purpose. 

I have often seen gardeners seek- 
ing interesting clump or trunked 
trees for certain planting sites. The 
arborvitae, when pruned to show 
the soft brown bark of its trunk, 
makes an interesting plant. On the 
other hand, the persistence of the 
lower limbs makes the American ar- 
borvitae ideal for certain purposes. 
For a screen planting, a tall hedge, 
a windbreak, a back drop for a 
garden or even a background for 
statuary, the American arborvitae 
cannot be equaled. It is easily trans- 


planted, easy to grow, attractive and 
probably good for 25 years. 

The American arborvitae has 
still another advantage; in its ex- 
treme hardiness and ability to with- 
stand cold, it can be planted in 
areas where the gardener is happy 
to have almost anything that will 
grow. Here the true dwarf varieties 
may be used sparingly, even in 
foundation plantings. This tree is 
a beautiful part of the landscape in 
areas where it grows naturally, as 
in central Ontario. 


Junipers 

A similar defense may be made 
for the junipers. It is true that plants 
such as Irish and Greek juniper, 
overused, have given this group of 
plants a bad name. And too many 
of the large-growing varieties and 
species have been used in places 
where they had a smothering effect. 

Those who condemn the junipers 
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about our native red cedar, Junip. 
erus virginiana, in its many forms 
It is highly attractive in two of jt 
forms — when it makes a tall black. 
green column or accent and whey 
it is irregular and picturesque as q 
fully mature tree, particularly jp 
the southern ends of its range. Be. 
sides having fine color and charae. 
ter, the plant has attractive blue 
berries, sought after by those ex. 
perienced in flower and other ar. 
rangements. A variety of the red 
cedar, the Canaert cedar, has hand. 
some fruit, dark green foliage and 
picturesque growth that is hand. 
some in the landscape, although the 
plant is not suited for foundation 
planting. 

Just as the American arborvitae 
will stand severe cold, the juniper 
in its varied forms can serve similar 
landscape uses, extending the joys 
of gardening into hotter and drier 
areas. While not drought-proof, the 
plants are more tolerant of such a 
condition thany many others. 

Tolerant Pfitzers 

The popular Pfitzer juniper js 
frequently used in foundation plant.

line in the Chesapeake bay country. 
It will not stand ocean salinity, but 
will stand mildly salt water, which 
other plants will not, when covered 
once or twice a year by an unusually 
high tide. It will stand the sandy, 
not very fertile soil often found on 
the shore line, also the unusually 
dry conditions found at the top of a 
bank. 


I suppose my favorite of all the 
junipers is the Keteleer cedar. It has 
rich green foliage, which does not 
bronze in winter, and large blue 
berries. I know of three I planted 
as a garden background 20 years 
ago that are now 25 feet high and 
branched to the ground—the pride 
and joy of the owner. 

A blanket condemnation of cham- 


aecyparis is equally invalid. A\l- 
though other plants are used the 
favorite of the Japanese bonsai ex- 
perts is probably Chamaecyparis 
obtusa, largely because of its inter- 
esting character, foliage and habit. 


Cupressus 


The closely related cupressus 
might also be added to this discus- 
sion, for widely traveled people are 
inclined to praise certain typically 
beautiful plants growing in striking 
surroundings. Two outstanding sub- 
jects on opposite sides of the world 
are both members of this group; one 
is the Monterey cypress of Califor- 
nia, the other the Italian cypress. 
Neither of these is suited for plant- 
ing in areas where the growth must 





be kept small, but they certainly 
are valued in the landscape. 

Many of the varieties of chamae- 
cyparis are exceedingly attractive as 
small specimens, in border and 
background plantings and for ac- 
cents. Two desirable types are the 
moss cypress and the blue Lawson 
cypress. 

We, as nurserymen, have a re- 
sponsibility to discourage the wrong 
use of plant material, but we are 
equally responsible for raising our 
voices in behalf of the proper use 
of plants we grow.

Frederick Law Olmsted, national- 
ly known landscape architect, died 
December 25 at Malibu, Calif., after 
a short illness.

A graduate of Harvard university, 
where he had also taught landscape 
architecture, Mr. Olmsted was a 
member of the National Institute of 
Arts and Letters and the American 
Academy of Design. He had been a 
consultant and planner at various 
times for the Boston, Baltimore and 
Chicago park systems; the Brooklyn 
Botanic Garden, and the Acadian 
National park, at Mount Desert, Me. 
He was a member for many years of 
the national capital planning and 
park commission and of other city, 
state and national landscape plan- 
ning bodies. 

Surviving are his widow, Sarah, 
and a daughter. 


John Solomon 


John Solomon, 82, veteran Paines- 
ville, O., nurseryman, died Novem- 
ber 16 in his home at Painesville, 
after a long illness. Starting his 
nursery in 1912, Mr. Solomon was 
especially known for his work in 
developing new evegreens and per- 
ennials.

fully. Give each man enough to en- 
able him to make a good living by 
working it carefully, but not so much 
that he will be tempted to jump 
around looking for the best pros- 
pects and to neglect a lot of terri- 
tory. Population, number of towns, 
wealth, roads, etc., all have a bear- 
ing on the value of the given terri- 
tory. A single small city may yield 
more business than several counties. 
Try to be fair in assigning territory, 
so that each salesman will be given 
an equal opportunity. 

At one time most of the business 
done by nursery salesmen was in 
rural areas, but now towns and cities 
produce more of the business. There 
used to be a big market for fruit 
trees for planting on farm orchards.

Are Agents Nursery Employees? 


Nursery agents have always beep 
looked upon as independent contrag. 
tors rather than employees of the 
nursery whose products they s¢lj 
Since the federal government insti. 
tuted its social security program and 
began the practice of collecting jp. 
come tax bes having the employe 
withhold wages, the agency nur. 
eries ey “toan forced to Change 
their method of assigning territon 
and reckoning compensation for the 
salesmen. Formerly it was customan 
to assign definite territory to a sales. 
man and expect him to work in that 
territory only and to work it inten. 
sively. He was also expected to work 
under the direction of the firm that 
employed him, putting in his full 
time on the job or a stipulated 
amount of time. 

According to recent court deci- 
sions, an agent is an employee of a 
firm if his territory is definitely as. 
signed and his time and work ar 
supervised by the firm represented 
If you wish to avoid paying social 
security taxes on your agents or with- 
holding federal income taxes from 
their commissions, your arrange- 
ments with them should be such that 
they remain independent contractors 
and do not become your employees. 
Of course, salesmen who work for 
stated salaries are your employees 
and you have a right to outline their 
territories and direct their work. 

Work out your assortment care- 
fully. It is just as important as the 
assortment offered by salesyards, 
mail-order nurseries and landscape 
men. Salesmen are wasting their time 
when they try to sell items without 
a popular appeal. Try to select va- 
rieties that not only have merit but 
possess qualities which can be played 
up in a sales talk. Experience will 
show you which classes and varieties 
of stock sell most readily, and your 
greatest efforts should be directed 
toward supplying such varieties. 
Some salesmen get into the habit of 
concentrating on a few varieties. 
They themselves believe these va- 
rieties to be the best, and they find 
it easy to sell them. Such efforts 
should not be discouraged unless the 
varieties are not available. 

Handle quality products. It costs 
no more to sell them than it does 
to sell poor material. The surest way 
to succeed is to offer to your custom- 
er a high-grade product and charge 
a fair price for it. Your custome! 
will remember the satisfaction a top- 
grade tree or shrub gave him long 
after he has forgotten the price. A 
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all of ovr cuttings are rooted in soil. As 
goon as they root, they usually begin to 
make some new growth—often a great deal 
_and always begin to develop a hard, sec- 
ondary root system. After a few months 
many are about equal to light bed-grown 
\iners, although we continue to call them 
rooted cuttings. 

So that you can judge what we are offer- 
ing, we give the month in which the cut- 
tings were rooted. That is, “RC June 67” 
would mean cuttings rooted during June, 
1967, which have been growing in the soil 
in which they were rooted ever since. The 
amount of growth and the development of 
the root system will be in proportion to 
the time that has elapsed since they were 


rooted. 

All plants go through our normally severe 
winters outside, so you can depend on re- 
ceiving thoroughly hardened and dormant 
liners. However, spring does come early here. 
Some varieties will show activity by March 
19 and nearly all begin some growth by 
the first of April, so please order early.

Pricing Stock 

As a rule, the prices of an agency 
nursery average a little higher than 
those of mail-order nurseries or sales- 
yards. The agency firms usually give 
their customers more service. Their 
salesmen call in person, look over 
the ground, make recommendations 
of varieties and sizes, give planting 
advice and render many other types 
of service peculiar to the agency bus- 
iness. Be sure your prices are high 
enough to enable you to give your 
customer the best quality of mer- 
chandise as well as the service he 
expects. 

Your salesmen should be well 
equipped when they start out to sell. 


Most important is the book or port- 
folio of colored pictures known as a 
plate book. Originally these were 
made up of a collection of litho- 
graphs, brightly colored by hand. 
Later, lithographs printed in colors 
came into use. In recent years pic- 
tures have been printed by the 4- 
color half-tone process, which repro- 
duces colors with great fidelity. Plate 
books are available from horticul- 
tural printing firms. The chief diffi- 
culty is in securing a book that illus- 
trates the assortment you want to 
offer. It is unlikely that you can find 
a book that fits your needs exactly; 
so you will have to compromise. 
Try to provide your salesman with 
colored pictures of as many varieties 
in your assortment as possible. A 
good picture is the best sales aid. 
Furnish accurate and honest descrip- 
tions, too. Salesmen should know 
the uses of each ornamental variety 
and the proper spacing and proper 
location of the plants (in the shade 


or the sun, foreground or back- 
ground, etc.). See that they are in- 
formed on the best varieties of fruits 
for home and commercial use. (Your 
state agricultural college will give 
you this information.) Salesmen 
ought to know how far apart to plant 
different varieties of fruit and how 
many are required to plant a given 
area. They should possess funda- 
mental knowledge of planting, prun- 
ing and spraying. An ignorant sales- 
man may be able to bluff his way for 
a while, but he will soon be found 
out.

presses a desire and making the 
prices as they go along. Then yoy 
have the unpleasant task of telling 
the customer you cannot supply the 
stock, and your salesmen will think 
they are being deprived of their com. 
missions. 

Some agency firms publish thei 
own catalogs, not only for the use 
of their salesmen, but to send to their 
customers. These catalogs make jt 
easier for the agents to consummate 
sales. By the time the salesman comes 
around, the customer, with the aid of 
the catalog, has made his choices. 

Agency nurseries commonly refer 
to their order forms as contracts. For 
their convenience these have printed 
on them the names of the more im. 
portant items offered for sale, as well 
as blank spaces in which to write 
the names of other varieties. Also 
printed on these forms is a simple 
statement that the customer agrees 
to buy the nursery stock specified, 
to pay the amount agreed upon and 
not to cancel the order without the 
payment of a stipulated amount. The 
nursery agrees to reserve the nursery 
stock and to deliver at the proper 
time for planting. Space is provided 
to show any payments made by the 
customers. This form is to be signed 
by both the customer and salesman, 
and a copy should be left with the 
customer. 


Supplying Commercial Growers 


In sections where fruit is grown 
commercially, customers will order 
larger quantities than are usually 
listed. Competition for such business 
results in lower prices; so if you want 
commercial orders, be prepared to 
give your salesmen lower prices on 
quantity lots, with correspondingly 
lower commissions. A note of warn- 
ing should be sounded regarding 
commercial orchard sales. Such trees 
are to be planted for commercial 
production; so extra care should be 
exercised to have them true to name 
The fruit grower has to care for the 
trees several years before they come 
into bearing. He will have lost all 
this time and his investment may be 
worthless if the varieties prove to be 
of little or no commercial value. 

Nurserymen have been successful- 
ly sued for damages by fruit growers 
for supplying trees untrue to name. 
Fruit tree salesmen can be of great- 
er service to their customers and 
pave the way for larger sales by 
gathering ideas as they go about 
their territory and passing them on 
to other customers. Varieties that 
have proved profitable and methods 
of pruning, spraying and marketing 
are matters of intense interest to 
fruit growers.

cities and larger towns, they can get 
best results by selling landscape jobs. 
In order to do this conscientiously, 
the agent must have some knowledge 
of the principles of landscape gar- 
dening, so that he can prepare simple 
landscape plans. If he is unable to 
do this himself, it will be up to you 
to help him. 

_ Here is a practical method of help- 
ing salesmen who are unable to pre- 
pare their own plans: The salesman 
locates homeowners who are inter- 
ested in having their grounds land- 
scaped. By skillful questioning he 
learns how much the homeowner is 
willing to spend to improve his 
grounds. Then an agreement is 
signed with the customer on forms 
provided by you. According to the 
terms of this agreement you will, for 

















a stipulated sum, furnish the cus- 
tomer with a landscape plan drawn 
to scale and all of the nursery stock 
necessary for carrying it out. The 
drawing is to be a working plan that 
the customer can follow in setting 
out the trees and shrubs. 

The salesman carries with him a 
small, inexpensive, easily operated 
camera, with which he takes several 
pictures of the house and grounds 
from different angles. Then he draws 
a scale plan of the grounds on cross- 
section paper. This should show the 
dimensions and location of the house 
and other structures on the grounds; 
location of ground-floor openings, 
such as windows and doors; width of 
walks and drives; location, size and 
varieties of trees and shrubs on the 
grounds, and other information es- 


sential to the preparation of the land- 
scape plans. The photographs and 
ground plans are to be sent to you, 
and your part will be to prepare the 
landscape plans. These should be 
simple and understandable so that 
your customer can follow them easily 
when he sets out the stock. Consider- 
able expense is involved in preparing 
landscape plans; so be sure your 
prices are high enough to cover their 
cost.

In some ways it is desirable to do 
the planting on the jobs sold by you 
agents. You know then that the work 
is done properly.

stock, hoping to build himself up in 
the eyes of the cutomer. More often 
than not, the local man is not a 
qualified judge, and the only result 
is that the customer becomes dissat- 
isfied. When you do the planting 
yourself, the customer is better sat- 
isfied and often will order more stock 
at the time of planting. Sometimes 
salesmen who sell landscape orders 
arrange to plant them too. From 
your point of view, this is an ideal 
arrangement because it relieves you 
of that responsibility at a busy sea- 
son. 

Be on the alert for new varieties 
and specialties of merit to give your 
salesmen. A salesman who has several 
of these to offer finds it easier to 
get an order. Everyone is interested 
in something new. Mail-order nurs- 
eries have done the most to cash in 
on this idea. Unfortunately some of 
the less scrupulous firms have ex- 
ploited varieties which have little 
merit or have chosen old, well-known 
varieties and given them new names 
to create the impression that they 
have something new to offer. Not 
only is this unethical, but it causes 
confusion in nomenclature. Further- 
more it is now a violation of the rules 
of the federal trade commission for 
the nursery industry. 

One of the best ways to boost sales 
is to conduct a contest among your 
salesmen. Set a quota and give bo- 
nuses to all who make it, or offer 
prizes to salesmen who show the 
greatest percentage of increase in 
their sales over a given period. One 
agency nursery makes successful use 
of certificates of merit and gives 
prizes such as watches and rings, fon 
consistent and meritorious work in 
making sales. 

Even though you may not be con- 
ducting a contest, you can arouse 
the spirit of competition among youn 
salesmen by keeping them informed 
of the sales of the others. You can 
do this in an impersonal manner by 
issuing a bulletin or circular showing 
the weekly sales of each salesman. 


Advance Payments 


In the early days of the agency 
nursery business, no attempt was 
made to collect anything from the 
customer at the time of the sale. He 
did not have to pay for his stock 
until he received it from the nurs- 
ery. About 20 years ago, some of the 
more progressive firms began en- 
couraging their salesmen to obtain 
partial payments on orders. In order 
to induce the customer to make ad- 
vance payments, the salesman was 
authorized to give a small discount 
or offer stock premiums. The larger 
the advance payment, the greater

the making of advance payments, it 
is customary to supply the salesman 
with universal checks having the 
name of the nursery printed in as 
payee. The salesman sends the check 
direct to the nursery. 

The practice of collecting advance 
payments has become standard in 
the industry. Today many salesmen 
collect payments on all orders, often 
the full amount. There are several 
advantages arising from the collec- 
tion of advance payments. Orders on 
which advance payments have been 
made are seldom canceled. Such or- 
ders are easy to deliver because the 
customer has a cash interest in them 
that he does not care to lose. The 
money received in advance payments 
helps to pay salesmen’s commissions, 
thus reducing the financial load 
when income is at its lowest ebb. 

Salesmen should be required to re- 
port weekly. To make it easier for 
them, provide a blank with spaces 


for dates of orders, names of cus- 
tomers, amounts of orders and 
amounts of advance payments. This 


report, which should accompany the 
original orders, serves as a check on 


the week’s work and a permanent 
record of the business booked. 
Acknowledge all orders as soon as

you receive them from your sales- 
men. Some agency nurseries follow 
the practice of sending the customer 
an exact copy of his order. If there 
is anything wrong, he has an oppor- 
tunity to get it corrected at once. 
This method will help you detect 
any irregularities on the part of sales- 
men who are not inclined to play the 
game honestly. 


Cancellations 


Cancellations of orders by 
tomers are the bane of all agency 
nurseries. Do not let them discour- 
age you. You can work out a system 
or policy for handling them so that 
they will not worry you too much. 
The most common excuse given for 
canceling is that the customer is 
moving away. Frequently this proves 
to be untrue. Shortly before delivery 
time send a registered letter to the 
customer, reminding him that it will 


cus- 





soon be time to ship and that you 
are expecting him to accept the or- 
der in accordance with your agree- 
ment. Request a return receipt for 
the letter. If it is delivered you will 
know that the customer has not 
moved, or if it is forwarded you will 
have his new address. 

Another excuse for cancellation 
frequently given by customers is that 
they have sold their homes or farms. 
The best thing for you to do is to 
suggest to these customers that, while 
you cannot accept cancellation, they 
probably can sell the order to the 
folks to whom they have sold their 
property. The fact that the nursery 
stock was ordered is pretty good evi- 
dence that there is need for it on the 
place and the new owner probably 
can make good use of it. 

Quite often you will be informed 
that a customer cannot accept an 
order because he does not have the

money to pay for it. Suggest to him 
that he borrow the money from in- 
stitutions which make a business of 
lending. The nursery stock properly 
planted will constitute property im- 
provement that will increase in value 
from year to year. 

You will have to exercise you 
judgement in deciding the best way 
to handle cancellations. If you are 
convinced that the customer is tell- 
ing the truth, you may conclude the 
proper thing to do is to accept the 
cancellation. In any event, call his 
attention to the fact that when he 
placed the order he agreed not to 
cancel, that you have already paid 
the salesman his commission and, in 
return for accepting cancellation, he 
should pay you the amount of the 
salesman’s commission. Since the 
customer knows that you have the 
amount of the commission invested 
in the order, he will realize that you 
are asking only what is just. If he 
is fair-minded, he will pay you the 
amount involved. 


No doubt you probably have al- 
ready decided for yourself that the 
best practice is to collect advance 
payments. Then you will encounter 
few cancellations and be protected 
against loss on those that you accept. 


Delivery Times 

Sales are made for delivery either 
in the fall or in the spring. Some 
agency firms are making a concerted 
effort to build up their volume of 
sales for fall delivery. Fall deliveries 
are desirable because they spread 
the work of filling orders over a long- 
er season and the income from them 
helps to finance operations over the 
winter. 

Give careful study to the time of 
delivery. For fall shipping choose a 
time after nursery stock is mature, 
but before continued cold weather 
sets in. In the northern states this 
is usually in October. Farther south 
in the central states, November is 
the time that seems best. Nursery- 
men in the southern states are for- 
tunate in being able to start deliver- 
ies in the fall and continue making 
them through the winter. Spring de- 
liveries in the north begin in April. 
In the central states March is the 
busiest month and in the south the 
planting season usually is all over 
by April. 

There are a number of time-hon- 
ored methods employed by agency 
nurseries in making deliveries. One 
method is to assemble the orders sold 
in a given community and ship them 
all together to your representative at 
that point. This representative is 
called a delivery agent. He receives 
the shipment, provides a place to

store it, notifies the customers that 
their orders are ready for delivery, 
instructs them where and when to 
call for their stock and collects any 
balances due. 


Salesmen as Delivery Agents 


Salesmen themselves often act as 
delivery agents. From the standpoint 
of the nursery, delivery by the sales- 
man who made the sale is probably 
the best method. The salesman is 
more interested than anyone (ex- 
cepting yourself) in making sure that 
his orders are delivered. Unless they 
are, he does not get his full com- 
mission. The delivery agent ordi- 
narily is compensated by giving him 
a percentage (usually 5 per cent) of 
the total amount that he collects. 
If the salesman has succeeded in 
collecting most of the money in ad- 
vance, you will have to figure out 
some other basis for paying the de- 
livery agent, possibly a percentage 
of the value of the orders. Since his 
work and responsibility under such 
circumstances would be much less, 
he should be satisfied with a smaller 
percentage. 

Sometimes the delivery agent is 
unable to make delivery of one or 
more orders. The usual procedure 
is to instruct him to sell the stock to 
someone else. If he is a good sales- 





man, he may be able to realize full 
value on it, but ordinarily it sells 
for less than its original price. Rarely 
does it pay to have the undelivered 
orders returned to you. 

Deliveries will be facilitated if you 
notify each customer that his order 
is being shipped. Suggest that he 
prepare his ground for planting. 
Send planting instructions that he 
can study while awaiting arrival of 
the stock. 

In some communities your sales 
may be so light that there are not 
enough orders to justify employing 
a delivery agent. Then you have no 
choice but to ship the stock direct to 
the customer. Notify the customer 
that you are shipping his order and 
tell him how you are shipping, 
whether by express, freight or par- 
cel post. Transportation charges are 
usually prepaid on orders sold by 
salesmen. Deliveries are made easier 
if you remind your customers there 
are no freight or express charges. 

Some of the large agency nurseries 
have now eliminated the delivery 
agent entirely. The new methods of 
packing nursery stock in polyethy- 
lene without the use of wet packing 
material around the roots has ma- 
terially reduced the cost of packing 
and shipping. Orders are shipped 
direct to the customers prepaid. Or- 





ders on which balances are due can 
be shipped either C.O.D. for the bal- 
ance or on open account, with in- 
voices mailed later. Firms which fol- 
low the practice of shipping open ac- 
count claim that their collections are 
satisfactory. 

Inevitably some of the stock you 
supply will die, and your customer 
will ask for replacements. This con- 
tingency should be covered in your 
order blank or contract. Most nurs- 
eries replace at one-half the original 
price any stock that fails to grow the 
first season after planting, provided 
the customer reports the loss before 
a stated time usually not later 
than September 1. Actually, if the 
stock is not going to grow, the cus- 
tomer is aware of it long before Sep- 
tember 1; July 1 would be a fair 
deadline. 

It is customary to give salesmen 
the right to make replacements at 
one-half price, but, of course, no 
commissions are paid on replacement 
orders. Salesmen often find that after 
they have made a replacement the 
customer will place a substantial new 
order.

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PLANT NOTES HERE AND THERE 


By C. W. Wood 








Monarda Granite Pink 

I was interested recently in a 
comment of one of the better-posted 
authorities: “The monarda, Granite 
Pink, sent you for trial last spring, 
has turned sour here since it has 
suddenly decided to grow to 30 
inches or more. The University of 
New Hampshire, originator of the 
plant, is having the same trouble 
and is somewhat befuddled by it 
all. Therefore, we can only assume it 
to be a slightly clearer-colored Croft- 
way Pink.” 

Its height of about 30 inches here 
in northern Michigan was one rea- 
son the plant was liked. Planted 
among pine trees, where it had fil- 
tered sunshine for two or three hours 
at midday, in soil full of leafmold 
and on the acid side, the subject 
produced a prodigious number of 
soft-pink flowers over the usual long 
monarda season. To be sure, it is 
somewhat after the pattern of Croft- 
way Pink, and one might not need 
both, but I think that the neighbor- 
hood grower will find either kind 
good property. 

Valerians 


I am glad that a correspondent 
asked for some information on Val- 
eriana arizonica, because it has been 
on my mind for some time, prompt- 
ed by a pleasant experience with 
garden heliotropes (V. officinalis 
last spring, to talk about three or 
four valerians that should be of in- 
terest to modern gardeners. As V. 
arizonica has been inquired about, 
let us take care of it first. 

Valeriana arizonica is a modest 
little thing from Arizona, rising soon 
after the snow leaves and displaying 
almost-white to almost-pink flowers, 
in heads, on stems to six inches in 
height. Basal leaves are entire, while 
the stem leaves are up to 5-parted, 
giving a feathered effect. That “al- 
most-white to almost-pink” descrip- 
tive phrase indicates that the color 
is not distinctive. The plant needs 
more moisture than one ordinarily 
associates with Arizona, and it was 
not fully hardy here in northern 
Michigan. At one time it was quite 
popular among the rock gardeners 
in England. However, I never could 
get gardeners enthused about it when 
I grew it years ago.

Fritillaria Pyrenaica 


Three or four inquiries lately on 
fritillarias make me think that the 
genus is exciting more than ordinary 
interest among our gardeners. If 
so, it is a heartening sign, for, 
excepting the crown imperial, im- 
perialis, and the checkered lily, F. 
meleagris, they are scarcely known 
to moderns. Two of the other in- 
quiries were about species of little 
garden value; and one was on a 
Persian species, F. askhabadensis, 
which is not available, so far as I 
know. But one, on F. pyrenaica, is 
answered here in the hope that it 
will excite a few readers to give the 
fritillarias some thought. 

This would not be a spectacular 
jumping-off place for an adventure 


among the fritillarias, because the 
plant’s brownish-green bells ap- 
pear rather somber in the May 


garden; but it would be a start and 
might lead to lovelier things in the 
fritillary family, such as the brilliant 
scarlet F. recurva and the charming 
little yellow F. pudica (both Cali- 
fomians). F. pyrenaica was not al- 
ways hardy in northern Michigan, 


I cannot say much about it ex- 
cept that it grows 15 to 18 inches 
tall, producing quite large bells, 
slightly recurved at the edges, on 
leafy stems, and usually commenc- 
ing here in late April. The flower 
color varied quite a little in my 
seedlings (about the only way to 
get fritillarias in this country at this 
stage of our gardening), so I can 
readily believe European gardeners 
when they speak of a yellow-spotted, 
wine-colored form. And that would 
be worth working for. 


Tarragon 


I agree with a correspondent that 
there is a certain amount of bother 
that northerners have to endure if 
they are to keep tarragon going year 
after year. And that chore appar- 
ently has discouraged most garden- 
ers from enjoying one of the most 
sought after of the culinary herbs. 
If they could buy a plant or two in 
pots from their neighborhood nurs- 
eryman, many would no doubt em- 
brace the opportunity to have its 
tasty, fragrant leaves. If they were 
sure of a source of a supply every 
spring, they would let their old 


plants take their chances of getting 
through the winter outdoors.

and the many fine uses they made of 
it, taking great pains to bring it to 
perfection. The plant would be 
equally useful to modern gardeners 
if they were told and shown what 
the plant is capable of doing under 
good treatment. 

Among the plantings of years ago, 
I recall one in which the white mug- 
wort and the great azure sage, Sal- 
via pitcheri (sometime S. grandi- 
flora) were combined to make a 
spectacular garden picture. Try it 
sometime in your show garden. If 
the artemisia is given a rich soil that 
has been trenched a foot or 15 in- 
ches deep, it should grow to at 
least six feet. Then, it is a really 
imposing plant which you will be 
proud to have in your garden. 

Ruta Patavina 

Five years ago I ordered a packet 
of seeds of Ruta patavina from a 
European dealer for a little experi- 
ment. It was a disappointment but 
no great loss when they turned out 
to be Ruta graveolens, for neither 
of the species is reliably hard in 
northern Michigan. A subsequent 
unsuccessful hunt for true R. pata- 
vina in this country has convinced 
me that gardeners in the warmer 
parts of the country are missing a 
really good summer bloomer in their 
neglect of this southern European 
rue. 

I was originally drawn to the 
Paduan rue by praise bestowed upon 
it by Miss Jekyll in her “Wood and 
Garden”; later, an English corre- 
spondent praised it highly as an 
August producer of large trusses of 
yellow rue flowers, on 5-inch stems, 
and sent me seeds, which produced 
plants of great charm in a south 
wall until a cold, snowless winter 
took them off after three or four 
years. Any perennial that blooms 
in August is likely to be worth grow- 
ing. When it possesses the charm 
of this little rue, it is of great value. 
It might pay one to investigate this 
rue if he lives south of the Ohio 
river, 


Crocus Hyemalis 


Although I have neither the time 
nor the facilities to grow many of 
the crocus species, they have long 
been one of my special loves, and the 
search for some kinds has occupied 
spare moments for many years. Thus, 
a fruitless search for the Palestinian, 
winter-flowering C. hyemalis, cover- 
ing all of 40 years, continues to be 
just that — fruitless. And disappoint- 
ment becomes more poignant when 
T read Maw’s remarks in the Feb-

melting snow high up on Lebanon. 
... It was seen going from Baalbeck 
to the Cedars over the high pass of 
Muckhmel, on the eastern side of the 
range near the path leading from 
Ainata on the east, to the Cedars on 
the west, and flowering amongst the 
melting snow.” If there are crocus 
specialists among American Nursery- 
men readers, I should be glad to hear 
from them, for someday I should 
like to see hyemalis bloom. 


Some Thoughts on Violas 


Bedding violas continue to be high 
on the bread-and-butter items of 
many neighborhood nurserymen. 
And they may continue to occupy 
that enviable place for years to come, 
because there are few more satis- 
fying bedding plants that can be 
put into the hands of rank amateurs, 
with the assurance that everybody 
and everything will be pleased with 
the results. Try to think of another 
hardy plant that, planted out in 
early spring, will continue to bloom 
profusely from then until winter with 
practically no care at all. But there 
comes a time in every gardener’s life 
when he fails to thrill over the or- 
dinary lot of mixed colors he sees 
in seed mixtures. Then, he has to 
look for color selections, such as vio- 
let-blue Jersey Gem, pale blue W. H. 


Woodgate, white Avalanche, Yellow 
Gem and the new peach-colored 
Georgia Peach. But even then he 
is not always sure of plants’ being 
absolutely true to color of flower or 
of normal height, so it becomes nec- 
essary to grow selected plants from 
cuttings. Well do I remember when 
the late T. A. Weston introduced 
Jersey Gem, about 35 years ago. It 
was all cutting-grown stock, uni- 
form in growth and color, that im- 
mediately took the public’s fancy. 
All of which brings me to a yellow 
bedder, Bullion, which has been in 
English gardens for close to 100 years 
but is probably not known to more 
than one gardener out of 10, accord- 
ing to reports from Britain. That 
state of affairs long puzzled me un- 
til an English friend told me that 
the plant has been sterile since its 
introduction in 1863 by James 
Grieve, of Edinburgh, one of the 
great viola breeders of all times. 
Sterility is probably the answer to 
that long period of stability and to 
the plant’s strong constitution, be- 
cause seed bearing seems to bring on 
variation in characters, such as color 
and form, and a certain weakness 
appears to follow a long period of 
seed production. In addition to its 
sterility, its hybrid origin may have 
enhanced the strong constitution 


which we read about. I have adapted 
the following from the notes of one 
commentator who discussed the 
plant about 30 years ago: 

“The interesting point about Viola 
Bullion is the fact that it is still one 
of the best yellow bedding violas. It 
has come a long way from that day 
in 1863 when Grieve used Viola 
lutea, V. amoena, V. cornuta, the 
Dux show pansies and purple pansies 
for hybridizing purposes and ob- 
tained a seedling named Vanguard. 
He procured V. stricta and, crossing 
it, obtained Bullion, a yellow with- 
out blotches or rays in its petals.” 

Therefore, if one has a penchant 
for plant breeding, it might pay him 
to try his hand with the violas.

employees in point of service, Mrs. 
Florence Albeck, who has served 16 
years, was most generous in the in- 
formation that she supplied. She told 
me that Harry E. Rosedale, the 
original owner of Monrovia Nurs- 
eries, had established this garden cen- 
ter. This is the largest garden cen- 
ter of the seven stores located in the 
communities of Glendale, Santa 
Ana, Encino, Pomona, La Habra, 
Azusa and Monrovia. 

The Garden Planner 1957 catalog, 
issued by Rosedale Nurseries, in- 
cludes not only attractively illus- 
trated pictures of many of the firm’s 
plants, but also an easy garden plan 
for the homeowner to use. This is 
one of the newer ideas in the effort to 
assist the property owner to locate 
the types of plants he would use 
around his immediate property. 

There are 55 employees in these 
seven Rosedale stores, which cater 
to over 3,000,000 people in the met- 
ropolitan Los Angeles area. 

The main store, at Monrovia, has 
a rose hedge of many varieties of 
blooming roses, carefully labeled, be- 
tween the sidewalk and parking area. 
Each week the firm emphasizes the 
shrub of the week special and fea- 
tures it in advertising. The outstand- 
ing plant during the week of my 
visit was Bougainvillea Temple Fire. 
This plant, which I noticed fre- 
quently throughout the Pasadena, 
Monrovia and Los Angeles 
used as a hedge or a bush and 
also trained to grow in espalier style.

Another interesting type featured 
was Bougainvillea Texas Dawn 
(trade-mark registered), a Tyrian- 


rose type that promises to be a sen- 
sation. 


Well-Appointed Center 


As one enters the beautifully ap- 
pointed sales center, again one senses 
the warm hospitality characteristic 
of Californians. Featured in the 
main display area were such plants 
as hibiscus, camellias, gardenias, 
French hybrid hydrangeas, olean- 
ders, evergreen cherries, viburnums. 
vines, citrus and avocado, as well 
as roses, trees and other ornamentals. 
Displayed in the garden center prop- 
er were the usual spray materials, 
garden equipment, fertilizers and 
countless other types of material es- 
sential for gardening. 

Mrs. Albeck informed me that the 
late Harry Rosedale established the 
Monrovia Nursery Co. in 1925, at 
Monrovia. The nursery was origi-

Arboretum Visit

da’s silver mines. “Lucky” (a: 
though he did not like the name 
developed a working ranch, raising 
livestock, race horses, fruit and nu 
trees, grapevines and grain on this 
site, which now includes the famou 
Santa Anita race track. 

“Lucky” Baldwin constructed th 
famous Queen Anne cottage located 
on the grounds. This cottage wa 
planned for the entertainment of his 
guests, including actresses wh 
appeared at his Baldwin theater and 
men friends who had made thei 
fortunes during the ’70’s and ’80' 
“Lucky” himself stayed in the near- 
by adobe ranch house, built in 183! 
Close to the cottage is “Lucky's 
coach barn, where he kept his tally- 
ho and carriage horses. 

“Lucky” Baldwin spent muci 
money in the development of hi 
Rancho Santa Anita in such pract 
cal improvements as the developmen: 
of experimental orchards, vineyart 
and extensive irrigation systems. kt 
started the shade trees for Arcadia: 
city streets in Santa Anita’s nus 
eries. 

This famous homesite, after th 
joint purchase by the County 
Los Angeles and the State of Cal 
fornia, was leased to Los Angels 
county for 50 years for arboretul 
purposes. The subdivision of !2 
acres is now operated by the depatt 
ment of arboreta and botanic ga 
dens, county of Los Angeles. E 
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tensive restorations have been made. 
The Victorian garden, surrounding 
the cottage, has been recreated. 
Maurice Block, formerly curator of 
the Huntingdon Art Gallery, is di- 
recting the restorations of the cottage 
and adobe ranch house. 
Plant Research Conducted 

The arboretum is participating 
with the United States forestry serv- 
ice in research on fire and drought- 
resistant plants for the mountainous 
areas surrounding Los Angeles. 

Several species of rock rose plants 
Cystus species ) will probably be use- 
ful to resist burning during forest 
fires as well as to control erosion. 

A jeep-train tour consumes about 
an hour and 15 minutes. This is a 
combination riding tour through the 
plantings and a walking tour through 
the historical section of the arbore- 
tum. One may see the unusual south- 
ern California herb garden where 
brilliantly colored annuals greet the 
visitor at the garden’s entrance. A 
pattern garden, with specially shaped 
beds, is found after leaving the en- 
trance. Boxwoods are used to border 
stone chip beds. In the center of the 
plot is a square of brick paving that 
will be the base for an astrolobe. 
Midway down the allee, which will 
lead to a projected medieval garden, 
is a well, the curbing of which 
is constructed of used bricks. There 
is a large ornamental iron arch, with 
a wheel, rope and bucket, to add to 
the setting. An old-fashioned rose 
collection of 200 rosebushes will be 
planted in a separate garden in this 
area. 

As each planting is completed, 
special labels will be used in order 
to acquaint the visitor with the edu- 
cational features at the arboretum. 

The 5-acre Lasca lagoon and 
palm grove constitute an outstanding 
feature of the arboretum. The mys- 
terious jungle walk, which borders 
a section of the lagoon, is intriguing. 

Included in the arboretum proper 
are plantings for the Mediterranean, 
South African, Australian, South 
American and tropical areas; a Bib- 
lical garden is also included. Palms, 
bamboo, native oak, pine and decid- 
uous domestic flowering shrubs are 
used in other areas. 

This arboretum is a horticulture 
center for southern California, 
especially for the introduction, im- 
provement and testing of plants that 
are adapted to that vicinity. It will 
eventually become a center of re- 
search and scientific study, and the 
center will work in close coopera- 
tion with educational institutions, 
as well as with federal, state and 
county departments of agriculture.

CALIFORNIA ARBORISTS 


New officers elected at the De 
cember 18 meeting of the California 
Arborists’ Association were Silveste: 
Evans, district landscape architec 
for the California state division 
highways, president, and Clark 
Smith, Los Altos, agricultural pes 
control specialist, vice-president 
Phillip Parsons, Bay Pest Contra 
San Mateo, was re-elected for 4 
third term as secretary-treasufe! 
The new officers and the immediatt 
past president, George Hood, Pale 
Alto, comprise the executive 0ol- 
mittee. 

In addition to the election, t 
group carried on another succ 
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“no program” meeting and made in- 
formal plans for 1958. The “no 
program” type of meeting was in- 
troduced three months ago when 
the two speakers for a meeting failed 
to appear. The group decided to sit 
around the table and discuss prob- 
lems relating to their business. The 

was so successful that many 
members said that such meetings 
were as valuable as those where a 
speaker was present. 

Brush Disposal 

Most of the discussion revolved 
around the ban on brush burning. 
The bay area smog control board 
has set up regulations regarding the 
use of open fires for burning trash. 
The rules, which have been in effect 
since October 1, are very strict. 
Fires permitted are those of a house- 
holder who is destroying household 
trash, those of an argriculturist who 
is destroying weeds or diseased plant 
parts (only with a permit issued by 
the proper authority) and those set 
by a residential subdivider who is 
destroying trees that have been re- 
moved from building sites. Some of 
these fires will not be allowed after 
April. 

Arborists are no longer permitted 
to burn tree trimmings after hauling 
them to public dumps. Hauls are 
long and costly, and rates at the 
dumps are being increased. These 
facts were brought out by Roger 
Sohner, Sohner Tree Service, who 
has been making an extensive study 
of the matter. 

One of the suggested substitutes 
for burning was the use of chippers. 
They decrease the volume of the 
trahh to be handled and can so re- 
duce the material that a property 
owner may be glad to have it left 
on the premises, often right where 
it is cut, to add organic matter to 
the soil. Otherwise, an operator can 
take the chipped material to an 
area where he can compost it and 
later sell it as a soil amendment. 

The cost of such equipment was 
brought up. The investment is be- 
tween $2,500 and $5,500, depending 
on the size of the chipper and the 
accessories one uses. It was pointed 
out that if only one arborist in an 
area had such equipment, he could 
rent it to others at a nominal fee. 
This is now being done is some 
places, 

There was also discussion on an 
effort made by a state agency to 
stop a tree-planting job of one of 
the members. Stanford University, 
in developing a large shopping 
center, had contracted for the plant- 
ing of several hundred trees along 
the roadways, some of the trees be-

ing out of 5-gallon containers and 
some out of boxes nearly five feet 
across. The arborist who had the 
contract for setting out these trees 
had been advised by a representa- 
tive of one of the state licensing 
boards that as he did not have a 
landscape contractor’s license he was 
prohibited from carrying on the 
planting work. The members did not 
agree on the legality of this action. 
Legal authorities have also disa- 
greed on the legality of the steps 
taken by the state board.

hedge as narrow as four feet, it is 
best to start it with young trees. 
Most of the varieties of American or 
European beech can be used for this 
purpose. Ordinarily the European 
beech makes a more _ interesting 
hedge because of its glossier leaves. 
Including a copper beech in the 
hedge may add a bit of interest and 
still not create too flashy an effect. 
Variety can also be achieved by 
adding two or three fern-leaved 
beeches at a strategic place. Euro- 
pean hornbeam (Carpinus betulus 
could also be inserted in the hedge 
at planting time for a little variety. 
Hemlock makes a pleasing contrast 
in a beech hedge, even though the 
textures are extremely different. 

The beeches are trees of ample 
spread (50 feet and often much 
more) and so are not suited as in- 
dividual trees for the small home 
grounds. To be used effectively, they 
require space around them and 
buildings of sufficient proportions to 
accommodate them, such as schools, 
office buildings and large homes on 
half-acre lots or greater. 

The fastigiate form is the only one 
that could be used satisfactorily as 
a street tree. It might substitute for 
a Lombardy poplar, though it is not 
so fast a grower. The American 
beech has been tried as a street tree, 
but it was not found desirable, even 
when used inside the sidewalk, be- 
cause of its excessive spread and 
shallow root system. It can be used 
in the center panel of a boulevard 
only if the planting area is at least 
60 to 70 feet wide. There are few 
panels of this width. 

Growing grass beneath beeches is 
a problem because of the low-hang- 
ing branches and the shallow, 
spreading root system. These, along 
with the absence of sunlight, make 
growing a difficult proposition for 
grass, shrubs or groundcovers. But 
the low, sweeping branches actually 
make it unnecessary to grow grass, 
bulbs or anything else in this com- 
petitive soil area. 

I have read in old books that some 
of our ancestors gathered dry leaves 
from the American beech and used 
them to fill mattresses. How well 
these ancestors slept is not stated. 

Foliage Characteristics 

There is a good yellow fall color 
to American beech leaves, many of 
which persist into the winter. The 
European beech leaves are different 
from those of the American beech. 
$y comparing illustration F (Fagus 
sylvatica) with illustration G (Fagus 
grandifolia), one may note that Eu- 
ropean beech leaves do not have the 
long, tapering tip noticeable on the 
leaves of the American beech.

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vatica leaves also have wavy mar- 
gins, sometimes with irregular teeth, 
which contrast with the regularly 


gaced teeth of F. grandifolia leaves. 
There is also a pronounced hairy 
coating on the leave’ of European 
beech, particularly along the mar- 
sins, which decreases as the leaves 
mature. The American beech has 
onlv a slight hairy covering on its 
leaves during their early stages. 
There are many other characteristics 
that separate the two species, includ- 
ing the glossier leaves of Fagus syl- 
vatica and its less distinct veins. 


The Fruits 


The fruits, which ripen in the fall, 
are not ornamental but are valued 
as edible nuts—by squirrels as well 
as by man. The European beech 
fruits have a much more bristly to 
hairy enclosure than those of the 
American beech, and the covering is 
more complete. 

The beeches are trees that add 
maturity to plantings, provide in- 
terest to woodlands with their clean 
gray bark and lend to the landscape 
a grace and nobility that are 
matched by few other trees. 


ALL-AMERICA ANNUALS 


A new hybrid petunia, Maytime. 
and a group of marigolds named 
Petite are the winners of the 1958 
All-America Selections awards for 
flowers.

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weather-conscious feature of the 
electronic leaf would be largely lost. 
Therefore, because the leaf must 
have such a limited ability to carry 
electricity, it must always be used 
in connection with some type of 
electronic relay. 
Relay Construction 

This relay is simply a device which 
translates, so to speak, the extremely 
minute amount of electricity that 
gets through the leaf into a much 
greater amount of electricity, which 
is capable of doing useful work such 
as turning on the water. 

The wiring diagram of 
satisfactory electronic relay is 
in figure 1. All the necessary data 
and the specifications for the com- 
ponent parts are included in the dia- 
gram so that any radio repairman 
can easily assemble the device. Oper- 
ating characteristics will be discussed 
in detail later in this article in con- 
nection with another phase of the 
subject. 


fairly 
given 


I use the term “fairly satisfactor- 
ily” advisedly. In this circuit the 
vacuum tube is periodically over- 
loaded, so that its life is not so long 
as it otherwise might be. However, in 
my experience that is its only seri- 
ous fault. In our operation this cir- 
cuit, while admittedly not perfect, 
has two great advantages: First, it is 
the one we started with, and we have 
had so much experience in its op- 
eration that we would be hesitant to 
change. Second, it tends to fail safe, 
in that almost no matter what goes 
wrong with it, its action is to give 
more water to the plants rather than 
less water, which is better than hav- 
ing it the other way around. This 
relay, shown in illustration C, has 
the capacity to control almost any 
number of solenoid water valves, 
certainly up to 20. We often have 
between 25 and 30 valves in opera- 
tion controlling a little over 300 noz- 
zles. 

Many other relay circuits can be 
made to work as well as or better 
than this one. It is only necessary 
to match the operating characteris- 
tics of the sensing element with those 
of the relay, or vice versa, which is 
an easy matter for any competent 
electronics engineer. 


Relay and Leaf Should Be Close 


The leaf or sensing element and 
the electronic relay should be close 
together, so that, preferably, the two 
wires connecting them are not longer 
than five or six feet. If it is absolutely 
necessary to space them farther 
apart, it can be done. If the connec- 
tion is longer than 10 feet, it must 
be made with two single wires spaced 
a few inches apart. That is, the long

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connection must not be made with 
paired lamp corp or with any twisted 
pair of wires, because the capacity 
effect between the two long, closely 
spaced wires will often cause the 
relay to operate in an erratic man- 
ner. 

However, this does not mean that 
the solenoid water valves must be 
nearby. They can be anywhere that 
is convenient, even hundreds of feet 
away. In our insta!!ation one elec- 
tronic leaf is often used to control 
10 or 12 beds, each with its own 
water valve, and these beds are scat- 
tered all over the propagating area 

usually several hundred feet apart. 

Since it is usually best to have the 
relay close to the electronic leaf and, 
therefore, close to the cutting bed, 
it is a good idea to enclose it in a 
waterproof container of some kind. 
Its delicate electronic parts cannot 
be allowed to become wet from the 
mist or from rain. A large tin can 
with a friction lid that allows access 
to the relay makes a suitable con- 
tainer (illustration D), but it must 
be ventilated, as the relay generates 
some heat, and such heat must have 
a means of escape. A hole two or 
three inches in diameter cut in the 
bottom of the can, with a fine mesh 
screen soldered over it to exclude 
insects, usually provides enough ven- 
tilation. Ideally, there 
should be another screened hole. pro- 
tected by a chimney, cut in the top 
lid to induce a draft of cooling air 
through the device. All of the con- 
necting wires can be brought out 
through rubber grommets in holes 
in the bottom of the can. Protected 
in this way, the relay becomes con- 
veniently portable and can be easily 
hung from a temporary stake beside 
an outdoor bed or from the edge of 
a greenhouse bench. Thus, it can be 
quickly moved from point to point 
as it becomes necessary to move the 
leaf to new batches of cuttings.

Protection of Relay 


If the relay is used outdoors where 
it is subjected to the full intensity of 
the summer sun, it is posssble that, 
even though ventilated, the relay still 
might become too hot. Therefore, it 
is a good idea to paint the container 
with aluminum paint, to reflect as 
much of the sun’s heat as possible, 
and, in extreme cases, to invert an 
empty 5-gallon tin can over it, open 
end down, so as to shade the relay 
without seriously impeding circula- 
tion of air. However, about the only 
effect of moderate overheating is to 
shorten somewhat the life of the 
vacuum tube, which seems to last 
longer at lower temperatures. 

Normally, the leaf, or sensing ele- 
ment, should be placed in the cutting

Horizontal Placement of Leaf 


The upper surface of the plastic 
or glass) part should always be as 
nearly horizontal as possible. This 
is particularly true if plastic is used 
as the surface, since distribution of 
the water film over it is usually poor, 
at best, and can be quite unsatis. 
factory if the surface is not level. 

More mist will be provided the 
more distant the sensing element js 
from the spray nozzles. Less mist wil] 
be provided the closer the sensing 
element is to the nozzles. In practice, 
especially with very soft cuttings, it 
is best to watch the bed for the drier 
spots or corners and place the leaf 
in those positions. This will insure 
that all portions of the bed receive 
enough mist. 

If the nozzles give reasonably even 
distribution of the mist, there is 
little danger from excessive mist in 
the wetter areas, as there seems to be 
considerable latitude in the amount 
of mist tolerated by the cuttings so 
long as all portions of the bed receive 
enough. If the leaf is placed ina 
dry spot and parts of the bed become 
too wet, the only solution is to 
change the type or arrangement of 
the nozzles so that a more nearly 
even mist distribution is obtained. 


Effect of Leaf Height 


It is possible to vary the amount of 
mist slightly by changing the eleva- 
tion of the leaf. Usually, less mist 
will be provided if the surface of the 
leaf is somewhat below the level of 
the tops of the cuttings. More mist 
can be obtained by raising the leaf 
above the cuttings, as the leaf will 
dry off faster in such a position. That 


is, a slower cycle of operation can 
sometimes be obtained by using 
the lower elevation, and a faster 


cycle by raising the leaf. Neverthe- 
less, the primary and most valuable 
adjustment of the leaf is placing it 
nearer to, or farther away from, the 
nozzles. 

It is possible to adjust the leaf 
electrically within the relay circuit, 
but such a method of adjustment 
does not seem to offer any worth- 
while advantages over the more di- 
rect methods discussed here. Granted 
that a reasonably accurate matching 
of the sensing element and the relay 
is obtained, making adjustment with- 
in the relay is not so satisfactory for

several reasons and would only com- 
plicate an otherwise not too difficult 
operation. It is obvious that the best 
adjustment of the leaf is the one 
which will keep all of the cuttings 
completely turgid with the least 
amount of water. 
Recorder Valuable 


Almost as soon as we began to use 
the electronic leaf control, it became 
apparent that we were not going to 
be able to make it work well (that is, 
we were not going to be able to make 
itdo precisely what we wanted done 
until we had dependable means of 
finding out exactly what it was really 
doing. This meant, simply, that 
we had to attach to the device some 
kind of recording equipment from 
which we cuuld obtain a precise 
record of what it had done as a basis 
for judgment as to whether or not 
it would do what we wanted done in 
the future. It was too tricky to adjust 
by guesswork, without complete in- 
formation.We had to have more pre- 
cise operation than we could hope 
to get that way. The recorder we 
used is shown in illustration E. 

A recorder is nothing to fear. The 
best one we have found is a little de- 
vice that costs only $65 and can be

recorder has a device called a time 
totalizer which adds up on little cyl- 
inders (like the mileage on a speed- 
ometer) the total amount of misting 
time in any given period. A recorder- 
totalizer with a tape speed of one 
inch per hour and a totalizer to read 
in minutes and tenths should be 
specified in a purchase.

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consider using the leaf 
control at all. I know I should not 
try to use one under those circum- 
stances, and after all, I am the man 
who invented it. If I do not think 
I can keep one adjusted without a 
recorder, I do not think anyone else 
can either. 

The recorder should be placed 
where it can be observed easily and 
frequently. This can be in the office 
or some other convenient place, even 
several hundred feet away from the 
other equipment. 


Pilot Light Check 


In addition to the recorder, a pilot 
light should be connected to the cir- 
cuit so that it lights up whenever 
the mist is on, by which means op- 
eration can be checked visually from 
some distance away. 

A second pilot light connected so 
that it burns constantly as long as 
power is being supplied to the elec- 
tronic le af is good insurance against 
someone’s turning the electricity off 
and forgetting to turn it on again. 
Subconsciously watching the two 
pilot lights soon becomes a_ habit 
that will enable a secretary or some- 
one else in the office to supervise the 
operation of the equipment.

Recorder Patterns 


A great deal can be learned from 
careful observation of the pattern 
made on the recorder chart and from 
the record of total spraying time 
furnished by the time totalizer. The 
recorder tape will show a character- 
istic 24-hour pattern, depending on 
the adjustment of the leaf and on 
the local weather conditions. Any 
marked deviation from the charac- 
teristic pattern is immediately sus- 
pect. In addition, two other changes 
in the pattern should be watched for. 

First: If the chart shows an abnor- 
mally frequent number of short spray 
periods at fairly regular intervals 
during the night (note figure 2), it is 
a pretty good indication that the 
surface of the leaf needs cleaning. 
This indication usually comes on 
gradually and will give advance no- 
tice of at least a day or so before it 
becomes necessary for you to clean 
the leaf. 

Second: If the 


chart shows un- 


usually long periods of operation, 
often with long “off” periods be- 
tween, the existence of a bad vac- 


uum tube in the electronic relay 
can be suspected. Again, this condi- 
tion usually shows up gradually and 
gives plenty of notice before it is 
necessary to change the tube. 
After considerable experience, one 
can begin to watch the really im- 
portant figure; that is, the ratio of 
misting time to total elapsed time in

highly ionized salt (such as from fe. 
tilizer). This would result in shop 
and frequent operation with the sy 
face of the leaf apparently almo 
dry. Such a condition, if encountere 
can usually be corrected by a pre. 
longed soaking in a large volume, 
clean water. 


New Leaf Erratic at First 


When first put in service, an 
sometimes after cleaning, the leays 
will often be erratic for the fir 
hour or so, and no judgment shou 
be passed on their operation until 
after about half a day in servic 
Also, for that reason, no critical po 
sitional adjustment should be # 
tempted with a leaf newly placed 
service.

Tube Testing

put test clips on the ends of the two 
connecting wires. 

Then, whenever there is any doubt 
about the condition of the vacuum 
tube, the leaf should be disconnected 
from the relay and the potenti- 
ometer connected in the same way 
the leaf was connected. If the dial is 
turned back and forth, the relay 
can be heard clicking on and off, and 
if the solenoid valves are still con- 
nected, the mist will turn on and 
off. The relay should turn the water 
off somewhere above 50 on the dial 
and turn the water on somewhere 
below about 100 on the dial. Several 
trials should be made back and forth, 
as the readings may not be precisely 
the same each time. If it is necessary, 
even sometimes, to turn the dial be- 
low 50 before the water goes off, the 
vacuum tube should be replaced in 
the relay, as it is no longer in sat- 
isfactory condition.

ate within a satisfactory range, it 
should be taken to a good radio re- 
pairman, who should adjust it to 
turn on with an increase in resistance 
to about 3% or 4 megohms connect- 
ed across the two connections where 
the leaf would normally be connect- 
ed. It should turn off when the re- 
sistance across these two wires falls 
to 2 megohms. 

The foregoing resistance values 
apply to the use of the electronic 
leaf with any normal water. If the 
water is abnormal in some way, the 
radio specialist should connect the 
leaf alone (the plastic or glass sens- 
ing element) to a good ohmmeter 
that will read as high as 20 megohms. 
The leaf should then be wet with 
the water and the change of resist- 
ance watched as the film dries. With 
the leaf wet enough to have a con- 
tinuous film of water of appreciable 
thickness between the two contacts, 
the resistance should be below 2 
megohms. As the leaf surface begins 
to become nearly dry, the resistance 
should rise rapidly, going well above 
4 megohms before the surface is 
obviously dry. 

Adjustments 

If these points, as determined with 
the specific water, do not correspond 
to the values given, then, of course, 
the relay will not work properly un- 
til it is readjusted to operate in the 
range as determined by the measure- 
ments. It may be possible to make 
this adjustment by changing the 
value of the .001 MFD capacitator 
or by adding resistance in series with 
(and sometimes in parallel with) the 
sensing element. 

If one is afraid to trust a large 
number of valuable cuttings to one 
electronic leaf, he can easily use two 
controls connected in parallel so that 
each one acts as a safety control for 
the other and either will automat- 
ically take over correct operation if 
the other should fail. To do this one 
needs two leaves and two relays; that 
is, two complete outfits. Both can be 
set up and adjusted just as one would 
do otherwise; both relays can be con- 
nected to the same solenoid valve or 
valves if there are several beds in 
operation. One or the other leaf will 
then assume control, with the second 
simply standing by, waiting to take 
over if anything goes wrong with the 
first. However, we never bother with 
using a safety control now. The con- 
trols have been so dependable that 
we do not hesitate to trust a couple 
of hundred thousand cuttings to one. 

Hardening Cuttings 

I assume that everyone realizes the 
vital necessity of hardening cuttings 
rooted under any form of mist before

moving them. In our experience, it 
has sometimes been difficult or im- 

sible to harden cuttings of cer- 
tain plants under electronic leaf- 
controlled mist. 

The natural first impression is that 
it should be possible to keep read- 
justing the leaf placement so that the 
cuttings get less and less water and 
so become gradually hardened. How- 
ever, such an adjustment is virtually 
impossible. The basic principle of 
the electronic leaf control tends to 
cause it to keep the cuttings wet con- 
tinuously, so that, no matter where 
the leaf is placed in the bed in rela- 
tion to the nozzles, at least some of 
the cuttings will stay wet all the time, 
and under these conditions many 
cuttings will not harden. With diffi- 
cult plants, therefore, it is often bet- 
ter to change during the hardening 
process to another type of control, 
such as an interval timer limited by 
a time switch, as under that type of 
control the cuttings can be allowed 
to dry off for progressively longet 
periods between less frequent mist. 


Special Leaf Design 


This same effect can be obtained 
from certain special constructions of 
the electronic leaf sensing element. 
It is possible to make a leaf which 
will keep the cuttings wet less than 
continuously; that is, one which will 
allow them to dry off between rela- 
tively infrequent mist periods. Since 
such a leaf still retains its valuable 
ability to adjust the supply of water 
precisely to water requirements as 
determined by climatic conditions, it 
has advantages over an interval 
timer, which is, as I have pointed 


out before, only a blindly arbitrary 


method of control. In other words, 
the special leaf which can be used 
for hardening is still weather-con- 
scious, whereas the timer system cer- 
tainly is not. 


Use of Funnel 


One method of construction, 
shown in il'ustration G, is to mount 
asmall funnel directly over the sur- 
face of te leaf and shield the leaf in 
some way so that no mist can fall 
directly cn it. Then when the mist 
comes on, it must run long enough 
for a whole drop of water to collect 
in the fvnnel and drop onto the leaf 
below hefore the leaf can stop the 
mist. This insures that the mist is on 
long enovgh to wet completely all 
the cut*ings in the bed. 

Before the leaf can turn the mist 
on again the whole drop of wa‘er 
will have to ev aporate, which it can 
do only slowly, as the whole drop is 
concentrated on the small area of 
the leaf where it forms quite a little

The frequeng 
of this cycle of operation can be ad. 
justed in several ways, such as chang. 
ing the size of the funnel, changing 
the area of the leaf on which the 
drop is to rest and shielding the leaf 
from light and air movements tp 
various degrees so as to promote oy 
retard the rate of evaporation of thy 
drop of water. 


Drop of Water Surface 


Other sensing elements which wil] 
operate on a slow cycle and keep th 
cuttings wet less than continuoush 
can be built in another manner and 
depend on a different principle of 
operation. One that depends in prin. 
ciple on the size of a drop of water 
can be constructed as follows: 

Solder two small pieces of plat. 
inum wire to the ends of a pair of 
about 20 to 22-gauge vinyl plastic. 
insulated copper wires. The use of 
platinum is not too expensive, as the 
platinum wires can be very small, 
about 26 to 28-gauge, and need to be 
only one-fourth to three-eighths ine} 
long. Platinum is necessary to avoid 
destructive electrolysis of the wire; 
so do not try any other metal. 

Using polystyrene cement, glue a 
small cup of plastic or other water- 
proof insulating material to the sur- 
face of the pair of vinyl-insulated 
copper wires about two inches back 
from the ends to which have been 
soldered the two pieces of platinum 
wire. The little plastic cup should be 
three-eighths inch in diameter and 
three-sixteenths to one-fourth inch 
deep. Twist the pair of copper wires 
so that the cup is held level in a po- 
sition in which it will hold water, as 
in illustration H. 

Bend one of the copper wires with 
the platinum at its end upward and 
over in a loop so that the platinum 
dips down into the large drop of 
water held within the cup. Bend the 
other wire upward and over so that 
its platinum tip just touches the sur- 
face of the water when the cup is so 
full that it is just about to, but will 
not quite, overflow. 


Snap Action 


When the drop of water begins to 
evaporate, a time comes when the 
drop is no longer large enough to 
touch the end of the second platinum 
wire. Since this breaks the connec- 
tion, the mist is turned on. Mist 
falling on the surface of the drop 
increases its size until it is again 
large enough to touch the second 
platinum wire and close the circuit, 
whereupon the mist is turned off,

When the decreasing size of the drop 
causes the connection to be broken, 
the break takes place with a snap 
action since capillary attraction to 
the end of the wire has held the 
water in contact with the end for 
some time after the drop would, 
otherwise, have been too small to 
touch it. In the same way, when the 
connection is re-established by an in- 
crease in size of the drop it is again 
with a snap action since, as soon as 
the end of the upper wire first 
touches the drop, capillary attraction 
pulls a quantity of water up around 
it, 

The positive nature of the connec- 
tion, or lack of connection, allows the 
use of a much less sensitive electronic 
relay, since the relay no longer needs 
to sense a change of resistance, but is 
now actuated by a simple contact or 
no-contact condition. 


Use of Resistor Advised 


However, the positive nature of 
the connection will allow too much 
electricity to flow through the water, 
causing bubbles of gas from the elec- 
trolysis of the water to accumulate 
within the drop. These bubbles will 
interfere with its proper action; so, 
when this form of leaf is used, one 
should always connect a 2-watt 1.5- 
megohm resistor in series with it, to 
limit the amount of electricity pass- 
ing through the drop of water. 

In this form of sensing element the 
surface on which the mist falls is the 
surface of the drop of water. The 
mobile nature of this surface makes 
it less likely to become contaminated. 
If proper polarity of connections is 
observed, most of the mineral de- 
posits from the impure water can be 
made to migrate toward the plat- 
inum wire that dips into the cup, so 
that the surface of the drop of water 
and the platinum wire above, which 
touches it, will remain relatively free 
from contamination. 

Use in Hardening 

The operating characteristics of 
this type of leaf can be adjusted in 
numerous ways, such as changing the 
position of the end of the upper 
platinum wire, changing the diam- 
eter of the plastic cup, shielding the 
cup to various degrees from sunlight 
or air movement, providing a path 
for the conduction of a greater o1 
lesser amount of heat to the drop of 
water, etc. Of course, like any other 
form of leaf, this one can be adjusted 
by changing its position in the bed, 
and like any other leaf it remains 
fully weather-conscious. 

The leaf just described is not well 
adapted for use in rooting very soft 
cuttings in hot weather, because its

Dr. Shaw Livermore, dean of the 
college of business and public ad- 
ministration, discussed at the lunch- 
eon session Arizona’s economic fu- 
ture and the rapid expansion of in- 
dustry and population in the south- 
west. 

Desert Gardening 

A feature of the short course was 
a talk by Eric Johnson, garden edi- 
tor of the southwest edition of Sun- 
set magazine. This session was open 
to the public, and members of the 
various garden clubs in the area 
were invited. Preceding Mr. John- 
son, Guy Greene, American Society 
of Landscape Architects, called at- 
tention to the fact that gardening 
in the desert is different from that 
in other parts of the country in that 
the climate is harsh, with extreme 
heat and varying microclimates. 
The natural vegetation is different, 
and topsoil as such is poor or non- 
existent. It is impossible to create the 
lushness of the tropics; plants are 
used sparingly and must be carefully 
selected for ease of care and effect. 

Mr. Johnson predicted that a 
boom in the nursery industry of 
Arizona will accompany the 94 per 
cent increase in population that is 
anticipated in the next 10 years. He 
enumerated many plants that are 
becoming available in the trade for 
desert areas. Most of these have 
been proved adaptable to the area 
at the Boyce Thompson Southwest- 
ern Arboretum, Superior, Ariz., but 
have only recently gone into produc- 
tion in coastal nurseries. They 
include Myrtus boetica, Melianthus 
minor, Eucalyptus campasce, Buxus 
harlandi and Acacia abyssinica. 

Commercial exhibits were intro- 
duced as part of the short course 
for the first time last year. This 
year the commercial feature was 


greatly expanded, with some 35 ex- 
hibitors occupying booths in the 
junior ballroom and the sun deck of 
the Union building. The products 
displayed varied from soil amend- 
ments, mowers and sprayers to spe- 
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dalized and new plant materials. A 
buyers’ guide was published, which 
included all of the products exhib- 
ited, the short course program and 

‘tures and biographical sketches 
of all of the speakers. 

In December, 1958, the eighth 
annual short course and convention 
will be held in the Phoenix area, at 
asite to be selected.
